Village workers ask damage 
suit against developers

Wheeling cmplo>es want the village to 


flic damage suits against developers who 
were shaken down in the zoning scandal 
Involving six former officials. 


August Lockcfeor, chairman of the em- 


ploye wage and salary committee, noted 
thiit the Village of Hoffman Estates may 
get a green belt of parkland, $230,000 of 
Improvements to Poplar Creek and a 
$100,000 donation In settlement of a pro- 


posed suit, against a developer that 
bribed local officials. 


Lockcfecr said such a suit could pro- 


vide Wheeling with needed revenue. 


TIIC HOFFMAN ESTATES settlement 


uould call an end to a threatened $10 
million suit against giant builder Kauf- 
man and Broad, Inc., for damage done to 
the community when the builder bribed 
former village officials for zoning favors.

In Wheeling, the developers were grant- 
ed immunity and only the officials 
charged with extorting money and goods 
from the developers were convicted. 


Six former and present Wheeling and 


Cook County officials were indicted Jan. 
:il after a year-long federal probe into 
shakedowns of Wheeling 
dcvcloper.s 


Four of the six have pleaded guilty, and 
three have been sentenced to prison 
terms. 


Stone said that although the developers- 


were granted immunity from further 
prosecution in the case, he did not think 
this Immunity extended to civil suits. He 
snid, however, he would have to review- 
all of the immunity papers to be sure 
that civil protection was not also giant- 
ed 


Lockefecr suggested the suit was a 


way for the village to get Increased reve- 
nue to meet employes' demands for a 
RU per cent cost of living salary in- 
crease. The village board is maintaining

Cost of living will go up 


-by 50 cents a case 
again

If voti're thirsty, then you ought to 


know that the price of beer's Increasing 
wherever}ou go. 


That's right, next week when you pop 


the top on a can In front of the television 
or sit down to enjoy the chatter at the 
neighborhood tap. a beer Is going to cost 
about 10 per cent more than It docs now. 


Brew cries, distributors, taverns and 


package .stores have been caught in the 
upward price spiral. The result Is, effec- 
tive next week, a case of premium beer 
is going up In price by 50 cents. 


"There's nothing that can be done 


about it. It's hard to say where It will 
stop. We're Just getting hit with every- 
thing," said Tom Kappclc, owner of 
Quad County Distributors, Geneva, who 
handles Stroll's beer. 


DAN SICKllKltT. division manager for 


Harvey Distributing Co.. said the whole- 
salers were being "encouraged" by the 
brewers to raise their prices. 


Sickbert. whose firm handles Schlitz, 


said the price hike is directly related to 
increased costs for raw materials. 


"Grain, cans, bottles and paper arc all 


up in price. Cans alone arc up more than 
l'j per cent." he said. 


Kappclc said his price to the dealers la 


now about $4 60 for a case of cans. When 
the Jump comes within the next week or 
two the case will cost about $3.10, he 
said. 


C. S. AUMiEIlT Distributing Co., Ar- 


lington Heights, said a case of Budwolscr 


M> 


soon will cost the store about S3. A 
spokesman with the company said the 
letter to the dealers and the accom- 
panying Increase have not been finalized. 


The Aulbcrt spokesman and those for 


other brands said the new prices should 
be going into effect early next week. 


AKTIIUK (DOHBIEv DOBKIN. of Pal- 


atine's Worldwide Liquors, said he ex- 
pects cases of premium beer to retail for 
about $6.50 and six-packs from $1.69 "on 
up." 


DobkJn said he saw the new higher 


prices as Just another of the long list of 
items that arc getting more costly. 


He said the retailer and distributor all 


have to make a profit and " . . . there's 
just no control over price." He snld when 
the breweries arc faced with Increased 
costs and distributors have to fuel their 
trucks with gasoline almost twice as ex- 
pensive as it was a year ago, beer has to 
rise proportionately. 


Ron Sigcinik, manager of the Mount 


Prospect Gold Eagle liquor store, is also 
tipping his prices about 15 cents a six 
pack and 60 cents for a case. 


THE BOYS AT the corner tap arc go- 


ing to find It more expensive to get a tall 
cool one. Bartenders will have to pay 
about $25 for a half-barrel (15 gallons) 
after next week. The old price was $21. 


This translates to about a dime to 15 


cents more for a 12-ounce glass of draft 
at a bar. 


Distributors, bartenders and liquor 


shop keepers generally said they did not 
expect the increased price to seriously 
affect the consumption. However some 
conceded that It may take a week or two 
for the customers to become adjusted to 
the new price. 


There is not much one can do to stave 


off the Increase bv stocking up now, ie- 
ported Dobkln. of Worldwide. "It's dlffl- 
cult for us to get enough beer now. 
There's a shortage of paper and metal. 
Budweiscr's been rationing us for weeks 
now," he said. 


Dobkin said there will alway be spe- 


cials. "Right now we've got a local 
brand at 89 cents a six-pack. That's pret- 
ty good in anybody's book."

"Come one, come all," a fireworks 


company exhorted In a pro-Fourth of 
July half-page ad In a Dallas-area news- 
paper. 


"Put n two-year supply In now before 


prices skyrocket like a kite." 


The advertisement, touting price re- 


ductions of up to 75 per cent on fire- 
crackers and other fireworks, recognized 
that Thursday's Independence Day cele- 
bration may bo the last before a nation- 
wide ban on firecrackers goes into effect. 


THE 
CONSUMER Product 
Safety 


Commission this spring announced the 
ban on firecracker sales and stringent 
new safety standards on the manufacture 
of all other fireworks. 


But on Juno 17, which was to have 


been the effective date of the ban, the 
commission ordered a 30-day delay in the 
start of the ban, together with public 
hearings on the complaint of fireworks 
makers — assuring at least one more 
bang-bang Fourth. 


So this year, a United Press Inter- 


national spot survey showed, it's general- 
ly business at the same old stand — usu- 
ally roadside stands in unincorporated 
areas where there arc no prohibitions 
against fireworks sales. 


ONE EXCEPTION appeared to be in 


Colorado, where a new state law forbids 
all kinds of exploding or burning fire- 
works and makes violators subject to 
criminal charges and fines. Fireworks 
stands stood empty on the outskirts of 


Denver and police promised strict en- 
forcement. 


Legal fireworks stands dotted road- 


sides outside Dallas, Houston and Austin, 
Tex. The cities themselves enforce bans. 
A GO-man fire prevention squad staked 
out stands outside Houston and nabbed 
purchasers as they carried fireworks Into 
the city. 


"We've mode 177 confiscations since 


last Tuesday," a spokesman said. 


Dallas police and firemen will use heli- 


copters in on "Operation Skywatch" 
Thursday to enforce the fireworks ordi- 
nance. Last year 24 fires on July 4 were 
blamed on fireworks. They caused 
damge of $209,045. 


In Rhode Island, U.S. Atty. Lincoln Al- 


mond sold his office will bring felony 


charges against fireworks violators un- 
der a federal explosives act which was 
originally intended to prosecute terror- 
ists blamed for a rash of bombings of 
buildings. 


CHICAGO POLICE confiscated more 


than 600 pounds of fireworks, including 
some nine-Inch mortar rocket bombs, 
and arrested two men on a Up illegal 
fireworks were being sold in a home. 


Federal marshals seized firecrackers 


being sold by Indians on the Nlsqually 
Reservation south of Seattle, Wash. But 
no raids were directed at a fireworks 
salesman who threatened Indians might 
shut down Interstate 5 where it runs 
through the Puyallup, Wash. Reserva- 
tion. 


In Los Angeles, where retail sale of 


fireworks is illegal, a police spokesman 
said: "We're going to take all the match- 
es out of the city." Police were warned 
anew there are no "safe and sane" fire- 
works and told to confiscate even spar- 
klers when found. 


Minnesota Fire Marshal Wes Werner 


said only cap guns and some municipal 
fireworks displays will be legal in the 
state, one of 27 states that conform to a 
model antifireworks law proposed by the 
National Fire Protecton Assn. 


The Consumer Product Safety Com- 


mission estimated that 6,600 persons 
were treated in hospital emergency 
rooms last year for fireworks-related in- 
juries. Most of the victims, it said, were 
under 15 years of age.

Beer prices going up 10% next week 


The cost of popping the top on gusto, visiting the land of 


sky blue waters and making Milwaukee famous will Increase 
about 10 per cent next week. The price of beer will foam 
upward and "there's nothing that can be done about It," a 
local distributor said. Grain, cans, bottles and paper prices 
are Increasing and arc forcing dealers to pop the beer price 
to customers up.

Heat exchangers in only 24.3 per cent of the first Elk Grove 


Village homes Inspected by the village building department 
arc in good condition, village officials said Tuesday. Eighty- 
two homes have been inspected at resident request since vil- 
lage reports indicated that furnaces in some Centex homes 
may leak carbon monoxide. Furnaces In more than 60 of the 
inspected homes wore cither "doubtful" or "defective." Com- 
pletion of a technical report about the furanccs by Polytech- 
nic Institute of Chicago has been delayed until next week.

Old Plum Gro\c Road In Palatine Township claimed anoth- 


er car accident this week — the third In two weeks. Matthew 
Haggcmc>cr, 20, of 2303 Hawk Ln., Rolling Meadows, lost 
control of his car at a curve in the road that residents call a 


"deathtrap." Two persons have died on the road since April, 
1971. Haggcmeyer's car struck a tree and he was listed in 
serious condition in the Intcnstve-care unit of Northwest Com- 
munity Hospital.

employe wage-and-salary committee said. August Lockcfccr 
said that Hoffman Estates has threatened a $10 million suit 
against a home developer who paid officials to receive zoning 
and may receive parkland and funds in a settlement. "If 
Hoffman Estates can do it, so can the Village of Wheeling," 
said Lockcfecr, who Is seeking a 14.3 per cent wage increase 
for employes.

FAA assures victim oi skyborne 'seivage*

Thomas J. Ellcrthorpc of Arlington 


Heights apparently is the victim of 
an unwanted miracle. 


Elicnthorpe told police Monday 


that he and his car were struck by 
"sewage" falling from a plane as he 
stood outside his home at 2103 E. 
Gregory. 


The Federal Aviation Adminis- 


tration says it couldn't happen — at 
least not from a jet, the type of plane 
most often seen landing at O'Harc 
Airport. 


Nenl Cnllahnn, public affairs direc- 


tor for the FAA Great Lakes Region, 
said Tuesday, "It's absolutely impos- 
sible. There's no opening in the air- 
plane. Someone would have to take a 
can opener to it." 


If Ellerthorpe were the only vic- 


tim, his credibility might be ques- 
tioned, even though the smelly slop 
on his car is hard to deny. But the 
"substance" is similar to slop that 
has fallen in other Incidents in Ar- 
lington Heights and DCS Plaines — 
both nestled under O'Hare glide 
paths. 


ELLERTHORPE 
SAID this 
is 


evidently the third time it has hap- 
pened to him. He sold he has seen 
the same "stuff" on his car before 
and assumed his wife drove through 
a large mud puddle and splashed it 
up. 


The last reported incident was in 


the 400 block of S. Princeton, in Ar- 
lington Heights. William Waldbues- 
scr discovered brown and bluish- 
green splotches on the roofs and side- 
walks of his home and the houses of 
two neighbors in late September, 
1973. 


The slop closely resembled the dis-

NOISE threatens legal action 
~ 


Members of the O'Hare chapter of 


the National Organization to Insure a 
Sound-controlled E n v i r o n m e n t 
(NOISE) have threatened legal ac- 
tion if the Federal Aviation Adminis- 
tration does not rescind a policy 
against noise corridors for jet plane 
landings. 


The FAA rejected establishment of 


corridors, which utilize geograhic 
features such as rivers, tollroads and 
forest preserves as approaches to 
runways, because they are consid- 
ered unsafe. 


NOISE representatives disagree 


with the FAA evaluation of corridor 
testing in Minneapolis, Minn., and 
want the policy adopted at O'Hare. 
U S. Sen. Adlai Stevenson, D-I11., ad- 
vocated study of such a system at a 
press conference last month at the 
airport. 


John Dalbis, trustee of Schiller 


with the Chicago Dept. of Aviation, 
but was told the sewage must have 
come from somewhere else. He was 
told the cap on an aircraft drainage 
plug could not come off, and if one 
did, it would be a one-in-10 million 
shot.

Ford Mofor Co. hikes prices $58 


The Ford Motor Co. yesterday raised prices of Its cars and 


trucks an average $58, the second of the U.S. automakers to 
change price lags since steelmakers boosted their charges 
last week. Last week, Chrysler Corp. announced an increase 
averaging $60 on the base car and options. Meanwhile, the 
UAW served notice on General Motors Corp. of an impending 
strike by 8,000 UAW members at CMS Lordstown, Ohio, as- 
sembly plant unless local contract Issues arc resolved.

A Coast Guard airplane found a family of seven hanging to 


a single life preserver deep in the Gulf of Mexico, hounded by 
sharks. Two small boys, however, died. The surviving mem- 
bers of tho Edward Home family, of Houston, had been in the 
water about 12 hours, 33 miles southeast of Carabclle, Fla., 
where their 43-foot motor yacht Princess Diannc broke up for 
unexplained reasons. 


Fourth travelers will have plenty of gas 
The American Automobile Association said in Washington 


yesterday that Fourth of July travelers should have no 
trouble getting gas anywhere in the nation. In New York, 
meanwhile, the Lcfrak Organization, the largest private own- 
er of apartment houses in New York City, filed suit against 
Arabian-American Oil Co. (Armco), Exxon Corp., Mobil Oil 
Corp.. Shell Oil Co., Standard Oil Co. of Calif., and Texaco 
Inc. on charges of price rigging. 


Claim Nixon kept close White House watch 


The House Judiciary Committee heard testimony yesterday 


which some Democrats said showed President Nixon kept a 
close watch over all that occurred within the White House. 
Some republicans, however, said the testimony showed Nixon 
.vas greatly dependent on his aides for Information about 
While House activities. Alexander Butterficld, Federal Avia- 
tion Administrator, was the first witness called before the 
committee's Impeachment inquiry.

The coffin was opened on its bier and 


mourners from the official party kissed 
his face or touched his head as they 
passed by. President Maria Estela Isabel 
Peron, the one-time cabaret dancer who 
became the hemisphere's first woman 
president, stood a silent vigil nearby as 
the dignitaries came and went.

When the 
crowding grew intense near the entrance 
of the Congress, the doors were closed 
periodically. Doctors reported a case of 
fainting or hysteria — most involving 
women — every five or 10 minutes.

the chapel at the Olivos presidential resi- 
dence and remain there until some fur- 
ther decision is made on burial. The 
transfer was originally scheduled for 
Wednesday, but Mrs. Peron ordered the 
lying in state be extended one day to per- 
mit people to view Peron's remains. 


Nixon, Brezhnev reach missile accord 


MOSCOW (UPI) - Soviet leader Leon- 


id I. Brezhnev declared Tuesday night 
that

achieved "weighty and constructive" 
summit agreement on limiting defensive 
missiles, curbing underground 
nuclear 


tests and making new disarmament ef- 
forts. 


"This package could probably be 


wider," Brezhnev said, "but what has 
been achieved this time tangibly 
strengthens and deepens the casing of in- 
ternational tensions and serves the cause 
of peace all over the world." 


Nixon also hailed the progress made in 


a week of summit talks, but he, too, un- 
derscored the difficulties of tho arms 
race issues during toasts after an Ameri- 
can dinner for the Soviet leadership on 
the eve of Nixon's departure. Both vowed 
to press on with their efforts toward de- 
tente. 


"Right now we have every reason to 


say th.it the results of this meeting, like 
those of the two preceding ones, may be 
called constructive and weighty," Brezh- 
nev said. 


Without going into detail on the agree- 


ments to be signed Wednesday, he said 
they entail " a new considerable limita- 
tion of antiballistlc missile defense sys- 
tems of the two countries, an agreed lim- 
itation of underground nuclear tests, new 


efforts at a further limitation of strategic 
arms and a number of other measures." 


He seemed to gently chide Nixon when 


he said Iw hoped the administration 
could get congressional approval for 
these and previous U.S.-Sovlet summit 
accords that have not yet been ratified. 


In 1972 the two men agreed to limit 


their defensive missile arsenals to two 
sites of 100 launchers each. Both sides 
built the first site but not the second, and 


it is believed the new agreement will 
forego that option. 


Early in this week's talks, Nixon and 


Brezhnev raised the question of limiting 
underground nuclear testing but failed to 
reach agreement and ordered aides to 
work on a revised proposal for submis- 
sion before Nixon left. The details were 
not known.

Strategic Arms Limitation talks. 


Nixon's remarks at the dinner in the

Vet demonstrators march for benefits

Mandatory saiety 
rules for bikes 
slated Jan. 1 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Reacting to 


more than 1 million bicycle-related acci- 
dents each year, the Consumer Product 
Safety Commission Tuesday announced 
mandatory federal safety regulations for 
bikes sold after Jon. 1,1975. 


The commission said its new regu- 


lations are aimed at "eliminating and re- 
ducing the severtiy of .thousands of in- 
juries attributed each year to mechani- 
cal and structural problems" of bicycles. 


Under the regulations, the bike frame, 


steering system, wheels and brakes 
would have to meet strength and per- 
formance requirements. 


Other provisions require protected 


edges on metal fenders and coverings for 
protruding bolts; chain guards for bikes 
that are not freewheeling; locking de- 
vices to secure wheel hubs to the bike 
f r a m e ; handlebar, seat and stem 
clamps; and adequate instructions for 
assembly and maintenance.

and 419,000 of them needed hospital 
emergency room treatment.

employ nine bilingual teachers and six 
teacher's aides to work with Spanish- 
speaking youngsters In the 17 schools In 
the district, which also serves portions of 
Arlington Heights and Mount Prospect. 


That proposal was turned down by the 


state superintendent's office, which has 
granted $84,70(i to Dist. 21. The reduction 
in funds means that the district will be 
able to employ only six bilingual teach- 
ers and four teacher aides. Besides the 
state monies, Dist.

Also, 
the state is requiring that Spanish-speak- 
ing students be segrctatcd from the other 
children about half of each school day 
for bilingual instruction. 


MISS BEU said cultural education will 


remain a part of the Dlst. 21 program 
and she will resist separating Spanish- 
speaking students to teach them to 
speak, read and write both languages. 


According to Miss Bcu, the state direc- 


tives could be damaging to the image 
Spanish-speaking students have of them- 
selves. 


"We feel very strongly that the most 


important thing is to give youngsters n 
very positive self-concept. Until they 
have that, they just will not learn," she 
said. "We don't feel it will give bilingual 
children a positive scl/conecpt to segre- 
gate them, so just as frequently as hu- 
manly possible, they will be Integrated 
with the rest of their classmates." 


In the bilingual program, Instruction in 


the bilingual classes is planned to paral- 
lel what the children arc learning In 
their English classes. For example, first 
graders learn numbers, colors, the alpha- 
bet and days of the week in English in 
their regular classes and In Spanish in the 
bilingual class. 


StudcnU who need special help also 


meet with bilingual teachers frequently 
throughout the school day. 


BILINGUAL SPANISH STUDENT enrollment in School 
Dist. 21 is going up next year, but the Whooling-Buffalo 
Grovo district won't be able to expand its program for 
them because of a cut In state aid.

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Village board ivrapup 
Special census 
to hike revenue? 


The U.S. Census Bureau will begin a special count of tha 


Village of Wheeling's population In mid-August, according to 
Village Mgr. George Passolt. 


The village ordered the special census this spring in hopes 


of increasing village revenues from the state Income tax and 
motor fuel tax funds. These funds arc returned to local com- 
munities on the basis of population, and Wheeling Is currently 
using the official 1070 census figures of 14,709. 


Officials, however, now estimate that the village population 


has reached 22,500, based on the number of living units built 
In the village since that time. 


Passolt sold this could mean an additional $130,000 in reve- 


nue from the state, with about $50,000 coming from the in- 
come tax and about $80,000 from the motor fuel tax. 


The village has delayed the special census, which can be 


taken only once every two years, until the population hit an 
estimated 22,000. Passolt said this figure Is halfway between 
the 1070 census figure and the anticipated 30,000 residents 
expected to live in the village by 1076. 


The census is estimated to cost about $7,980 based on 


Wheeling's estimated population. 


Passolt sold the village will plan a publicity program to 


Inform residents of the coming census. Local census takers 
will be hired for the special head count. 


Set master plan review 


The village board has directed the plan commission to 


schedule a public review of the village's master plan. 


The master plan, designed a a guide to future development, 


was completed In 1963. Plan commission members suggested 
public hearing on the matter after noting that development 
has substantially changed the village since the master plan 
was completed. 


The plan commission said that by updating the master 


plan, the village will be able to use the plan in reviewing 
developments proposed for the village. 


The old plan was designed before multiple-family devel- 


opments replaced single-family homes as the major form of 
building. Thus the master plan emphasizes single-family de- 
velopment, which has virtually disappeared from Wheeling in 
the past few years. 


Ask Bicentennial unit law 


Trustee Al Lang has asked that an ordinance be prepared 


creating a Wheeling Bicentennial Commission, designed to 
plan local activities for the celebration of the nation's 200th 
birthday. 


The proposed ordinance was reviewed by the Wheeling Re- 


lations Commission, which recommended that local civic or- 
ganizations become active In the planning of the celebration. 


The commission also recommended that the special Bicen- 


tennial group come under the authority gf the village board. 


Urge bike safety program 


Trustee Ronald Bruhn has called on the police department 


to begin an Intensive bicycle safety program to educate local 
cyclists. 


Bruhn said he has recently received numerous complaints 


about cyclists who arc Ignoring the rules of the road. "The 
bicycle has to observe the same rules as the automobile," be 
suid. 


Although Bruhn said that the police department has been 


working on a bicycle program since January, he said the 
program Is taking too long to develop. 


Building permit rates to dip ? 


Preliminary approval was given to lowering building per- 


mit rates for roofing and siding work. 


An ordinance that would lower permit rates to $3.50 for this 


work was posted for public Inspection. A final vote on the 
matter will come next week. 


The board also granted preliminary approval to an ordi- 


nance granting a sldcyard variation to North Shore Dis- 
tributors. Inc., 411-415 N. Wolf Rd. The variation will allow 
the construction of an addition to the existing building. 


Two parcels annexed 


Two parcels of land wcro annexed into the village, in- 


cluding a 41.8-ocro tract proposed for an industrial park on 
the northwest corner of Wolf and Illntz roads. 


The North Cook County Soil and Conservation Dis- 


trict has warned that this property will be difficult to develop, 
duo to poor soil conditions and a high water table. Based on 
this report, Trustee Al Lang voted against the annexation, 
saying the land may be a liability to the village. 


The second annexation was for property at 2324 and 2330 E. 


Illntz Rd., which is proposed for a small business devel- 
opment. 


The board directed the zoning board to hold public hearings 


on rczonlng three lots on Edward Street west of Elmhurst 
Road for three apartment buildings. 


To probe new stoplight 


Village Mgr. George Passolt has been directed to in- 


vestigate the possibility of installing a traffic signal at the 
Intersection of Elmhurst and McHcnry roads. 


The board directed this action after Ellen Hodnlk, 786 Cov- 


entry PL, addressed the trustees on the serious traffic prob- 
lems at that intersection. She noted both high speed limits 
and obstructed vision at the intersection in calling for a traf- 
fic signal. 


OK road work payment 


The village board authorized payment of $23,265.67 to the 


Rock Road Construction Co. for work on the Wheeling Road 
extension, completed last year. 


Payment to the Pcrma-LInc Corp. of $3,749.03 for the strip- 


Ing of Wheeling Road also was approved unanimously.

that only a six per cent Increase can be 
granted without decreasing the size of 
the village staff or reducing the work 
week to four days. 


IN ADDITION to possible revenue gen- 


erated by the suit, the employes sug- 
gested some major changes in the pre- 
liminary budget which would also enable 
the village to meet the employes' 14.3 
per cent demand. 


For example, the employes recom- 


mended eliminating a $25,000 proposed 
expenditure for the Improvement of Pine 
Street, an unpaved road along private 
property. "Eliminate this expenditure as 
the taxpayers of the village should not 
have to improve a street along private 
property," the committee stated in its re- 
port. "An assessment should be levied to 
improve Pine street." 


The Herald earlier reported that the 


property along Pine street is owned by a 
secret land trust whose beneficiaries in- 
clude members of the family of Roman 
Domas, zoning board member. 


The committee also suggested that the 


village eliminate part of the village bus 
service by getting rid of the larger bus. 
"The shuttle bus has proved to be benefi- 
cial. However, in order to reduce ex- 
penses, the village should consider elimi- 
nation of the larger bus," the committee 
said. 


The bus service lost nearly $30,000 last 


year, and the village expects to lose 
more money on the operation this year. 
It is partially financed with federal reve- 
nue sharing funds. 


THE COMMITTEE further suggested 


that the village eliminate consulting ser- 
vice fees from the budget, and if neces- 
sary bill developers for consulting work 
done on their projects. 


Likewise, they suggested that money 


for Omni-Housc: Youth Services Bureau 
come from federal revenue sharing 
funds. They also called for the elimina- 
tion of seasonal help in the public works 
department, with the village using sum- 
mer employes financed by the federal 
government. 


The village board asked that a repre- 


sentative of the wage and salary com- 
mittee meet with Passolt to discuss their 
recommendations. Committee represen- 
tatives were also invited to attend budget 
hearings scheduled for Monday. 


Stolen school 
items recovered 


Two youths broke- into Mark Twain 


School Monday and stole four cassette 
players, two sets of headphones and 
some tapes, Wheeling police said. 


The stolen items were later recovered 


— most in a field near the school, 515 E. 
Merle Ln., where the boys apparently 
had buried them. The boys, 12 and 13, 
entered the school after breaking a win- 
dow in the library training lab, police 
said. 


Several witnesses saw the burglary 


and reported it to police. The boys were 
later apprehended but no criminal 
charges were filed. 


Traffic 
accidents, 


crime rate here 
on the increase 


The number of traffic accidents in 


Wheeling continued to be on the upswing 
in May and the number is increasing 
more rapidly than It was through April. 


A total of 351 accidents were reported 


through May 31. This was a 17 per cent 
Increase over the 301 accidents reported 
in the same period last year. At the end 
of April, the 270 accidents were only 12 
per cent ahead of the previous year. 


In those 351 accidents, three persons 


were killed and 90 were injured. Last 
year's comparable figures showed none 
killed and 79 injured. The injury figures 
alone are up 14 per cent. A total of 282 
accidents Including many of those in- 
volving Injuries, involved property dam- 
age. This is a 15 per cent increase over 
last year. 


CRIME CONTINUED to be on the in- 


crease through May in all but two major 
categories — murder and theft over $150. 
Through the first five months of both 
years there have been no murders. The 
theft figure is down 39 per cent to 62 
cases but much of that is due to a 
change in the classification this year. 
The breakdown in thefts used to be at $50 
but was raised in January to $150, mean- 
ing that many thefts classified in the 
"over" category last year would be in 
the "under" category this year. 


Through May 31 of this year, there has 


been one rape, six robberies, nine aggra- 
vated batteries and 72 burglaries in 
Wheeling, the comparable 1973 figures 
showed no rapes or robberies, eight ag- 
gravated assaults and 31 burglaries. 


The burglary increase alone is 132 per 


cent, making it one of the areas of great- 
est crime Increase. Of the 14 confirmed 
burglaries that occurred in May, police 
report none as solved In the May crime 
report, which was issued by the police 
department this week. 


In other categories, thefts under $150 


were up 144 per cent to 190 cases (again 
with the rectification inflating the fig- 
six to 11 and disorderly conduct cases 
ures somewhat), auto thefts went from 
stood at 204 cases of a 50 per cent in- 
crease. 


Drunkenness stayed even at seven 


cases as did sex offences at eight. There 
was one more weapons violation, making 


a total of two. 


ANOTHER SECTION of the police re- 


port showed that 45 per cent fewer traf- 
fic tickets have been written this year by 
Wheeling policemen. 


The 269 speeding tickets written was a 


decrease of 61 per cent from last year's 
685 tickets. Only 17 stop sign violations 
and 43 traffic signal violations were re- 
ported ticketed this year. The decrease 
was about 25 per cent in each case. 


Policemen have written 180 per cent 


more Improper turn tickets, however. 
The improper turn violations are up from 
25 to 70. 


In other areas, so far this year police 


have written 705 tickets for illegal park- 
ing, 36 for driving while intoxicated, 10 
for reckless driving and 35 for improper 
passing. All were slight increases over 
last year.

SPRINGFIELD (UPI) — Gov. Daniel Walker and Illinois 


Atty. Gen. William Scott continued their blistering war of 
words Tuesday as the Illinois General Assembly tried to re- 
solve the substantial aspects of their latest disputes. 


Walker, at an early-morning news conference, challenged 


Scott's statement that only the attorney general and his as- 
sistants arc legally entitled to do the state's legal business.

World's Ciroutvst 
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Mike Tosto's 
voice carries 
a big stick

Deep and solid like the tunnels he builds, hardhat Mike 


Tosto's voice Is n tool, often a lifeline to his crew working 
deep underground. 


He's n "gentleman" said one man who has spent 15 years 


as part of foreman Tosto's underground construction crew. 


At home in Elk Grove Village, his neighbors know lilm as a 


village trustee "who knows a lot about sewers and stuff," and 
n man who has served more than 10 years as a volunteer 
fireman. . 
' 


He has been a member of the village board since the April, 


197:!, election and is chairman of the capital improvements 
committee. 


TOSTO, 40, Is frugal with his words. While the hard driving 


pipcliners bellow out crazy lyric ditties as they hammer away 
at their tunnel, Tosto is silent. 


In the narrow underground world, one man's voice — Tos- 


to's — Is safety and law. Through the din of steel on steel 
clanging, his voice must be heard. 


How does a man find his way to a trade'that takes him 


digging tunnels below rivers and under the traffic of cities? 


"For me it happened because I wanted a part time job. It's 


a job I never left, have lived and grown up with for the past 
2H years," Tosto said. 


TOSTO is foreman for McKay Contractors, Inc., Ben- 


scnvlllc. 


As job supervisor he could sit out the day in an air condi- 


tioned site trailer. Instead he is first down the hole when the 
day begins. Heavy work gloves and clothes could not keep the 
grease and dirt from marking his hands during the years. 


The years of living with the danger and responsibility that 


each man in his profession faces, have left their mark. 


"You get a feeling for the tunnel. It almost talks to you. 


There Is no' other way to explain It," Tosto said. "I know I 
don't ignore the.smallest nagging worry; during a job we 
respect each other, the tunnel and I. 


"I DON'T THINK my job is any more dangerous than if I 


had to cross Michigan Avenue and take an elevator up to my 
10th floor air conditioned office. Only difference is that my 
elevator Is a greasy bucket at the end of a cable. The shaft 
goes down and the air conditioning is natural." 


Tosto is In the midst of a tunnel maintenance job for the 


Peoples Gas, Light and Coke Co. 


Built in 1933 when Tosto was a child, the concrete tunnel 


houses four 24-Inch gas pipllncs that feed the south end of 
Chicago. The tunnel runs a length of 537 feet, 80 feet below 
the Calumet River. 


The tunnel was not designed to keep the river water away 


from the pipes and has been flooded since its construction. 


THE MAINTENANCE job began with a diver lowering him- 


self into a water-filled shaft on the cast bank of the river. 
Gripping the ladder bolted to the wall, he descended to the 
bottom !!5 feet down. 


On the strength of his report, the pumping begins and an 


estimated 700,000 gallons of water begins to pour out of the 
shafts into the river. 


Tosto and his crew go in when the water is about hip high. 


He must decide if the overhead supporting structures have 
weakened or will hold. When braces have been Installed the 
remaining water is pumped out, air and lights arc brought in, 
and the workmen descend. 


Pits in the line must be located under the pipe's greasy 


coating and repaired by grinding, welding, recoating and, 
where needed, installing specially designed patches. 


While the work goes on, big pumps force air into the tunnel 


and remove the water seeping in continually through tiny 
cracks. 


AND TOSTO WALKS the tunnel and listens to it. 
"One job was a close call. We had just finished a dam in a 


new section of tunnel and discovered it was six feet out of 
place. I had decided to have the men tear it down and start 
over. But something felt wrong, so I said we go up. The 
tunnel blew in as the last man was at the mouth of the shaft. 


"That's what I mean, I guess, when I said you listen." 


By the end of July the tunnel maintenance job will be com- 


pleted. The lights will be removed and at the order "Seal it 
off," seven-ton covers will be lowered on the mouth of the 
shafts. The tunnel will rest again while the river floods it. 


Tosto will go on to another job. "I wouldn't want any other 


kind of work. There is a satisfaction that I find at this work 
that is good."

Gov. Daniel Walker is angered, 


and rightfully so. over the whole- 
sale destruction wrought upon his 
programs by the Illinois legisla- 
ture, particularly the Republican 
controlled Senate. 


In a single night last week, the

Colson—a boon to Dean?

WASHINGTON, D.C. - If former 


\Vliitc House special counsel Charles Col- 
son's religious conversion is sincere, he 
could become the most devastating wit- 
ness against the on-going White House 
di Ivc to discredit John W. Dean III. 


The 12-} oar-old Colson could be the key 


lo explaining efforts by many more 
White House lawyers, and public relations 
spokesmen to discredit and destroy the 
credibility of Dean, who is a chief wit- 
ness concerning the Watergate burglary 
and subsequent cover-up. 


In pleading guilty to a charge of con- 


spiracy to obstruct justice, Colson told 
the court leccntly that he was moved by 
a desire to "help fulfill a larger pur- 
pose." 


"I pray it will serve the ultimate ends 


of justice — both personal justice in that 
I am accepting responsibility for my own 
crime and social justice in that this pica 
may ha\c some impact in deterring oth-

crs from interfering with any individ- 
ual's right to a fair trial," Colson said. 


"As to the specific offense charge, the 


President on numerous occasions urged 
me to disseminate damaging Information 
about Daniel Ellslxrg, Including infor- 
mation about Ellsberg's attorney and 
others with whom Ellsberg was in close 
contact," Colson told the court. 


After U.S. District Judge Gerhard A. 


Gcscll imposed a sentence of 1 to 3 years 
and a $5,000 fine, Colson reiterated his 
desire to "tell the truth" and to make 
amends for his earlier disregard for the 
rights of Ellsberg and others by doing 
"the Lord's will and the court's will." 


"I can work for the Lord In prison or 


out of prison and that's how I want to 
spend my life," Colson declared. 


If the former White House aide follows 


through on this pledge, he will be obliged 
to tell the full story of Us contacts with 
President Nixon, H.R. (Bob) Haldeman, 
John D. Ehrlichman and others In the 
cleverly orchestrated attack on John 
Dean that started in late April, 1973. 


That was a week after President Nixon 


and his top aides learned Dean had 
talked to the Watergate prosecutors 
about receiving Immunity from prose- 
cution In return for testimony on White 
House Involvement in the burglary and 
bugging at Watergate as well as the sub- 
sequent cover-up. 


Although Colson left the White House 


in March, 1973, he retained a close rela- 
tionship with the President and the White 
House. Senate Watergate 
Committee 


staff members and friends of Dean be- 
lieve Colson was the spearhead of the 
verbal attacks on Dean. 


Colson's story to various reporters was 


that Dean had been put In charge of the 
investigation by President Nixon. The 
young lawyer had used that investigating 
post to try to hide his own deep in- 
volvement from the President, White 
House Chief of Staff Haldeman, White 
House Special Assistant Ehrlichman, Col- 
son and others. 


Colson Indicated he was suspicious that 


Dean and former attorney general John 
Mitchell might be pulling President Nix- 
on and others into a criminal obstruction 
of justice, and that he warned Mr. Nixon 
of this possibility in December, 1972, and 
In February, 1973. 


The thesis that Dean was "the master- 


mind" of the cover-up for himself and 


Mitchell was told by White House Press 
Secretary Ronald Ziegler, White House 
Counsel Fred Buzhardt, Haldeman, 
Ehrlichman, Senator Edward Gurney 
(Rep., Fla.), Senate Minority Leader 
Hugh Scott (Rep., Penn.) and other Re- 
publicans. 


If Colson Is now sincerely contrite, 


there Is no reason for him to take a less 
compassionate attitude on discrediting 
John Dean than he did with regard to the 
attacks on Ellsberg. 


After all, Ellsberg did admit leaking 


the classified Pentagon Papers and there 
was some justification within the White 
House for wanting to stop "national se- 
curity" leaks that might severely dam- 
age U.S. foreign policy. 


If the "national security" classification 


meant anything, Ellsberg's action justi- 
fied federal prosecution to demonstrate 
that it was a grave matter and would 
not be taken lightly. But, Colson now 
agrees that Ellsberg's right to a fair trial 
and right to counsel should not have been 
disregarded in the White House directed 
effort to destroy and discredit him. 


If he conscientiously applies the same 


standard, Colson must ask himself what 
distinctions there are between the at- 
tempts to smear John Dean and attempts- 
to smear Ellsberg. 


If there are many differences, it would 


seem that John Dean should have a pre- 
ferred position. Dean did not leak classi- 
fied "national security" documents to a 
newspaper. 


He went to the U.S. attorney's office as 


ha properly should have to tell the grand 
jury his story on alleged federal crimes 
involving the Nixon White House and 
the Nixon re-election committee. 


Only as it became apparent that 


Dean's testimony might implicate Presi- 
dent Nixon and his top aides did he be- 
come subject to the series of attacks by 
Colson, Mr. Nixon, Ziegler, Buzhardt, 
and more recently by Mr. Nixon's Spe- 
cial Counsel James St. Clair. 


As White House spokesmen charged 


Dean with "perjury," he was defended 
by Senator Sam Ervln (Dem., N. Car.), 
Senate Select 
Watergate Committee 


Counsel Sam Dash and Special Water- 
gate Prosecutor 
Leon Jaworski as 


"truthful" and "well corroborated." 


Finally, orders from U.S. District 


Judge John J. Sirica and Judge Gesell 
stopped these out-of-court attacks on 


JOHN DEAN 


Dean In the pre-trial period. 


It is a crime to spread false informa- 


tion about a witness in a criminal pro- 
ceeding in a manner that would inter- 
fere with a fair trial. 


If Colson, the former White House 


tough guy, now opens up fully on what he 
knows about the continuing conspiracy to 
obstruct justice it could mean real 
trouble for many White House officials 
who have been untainted up to this point.

Word a day 


Peron's return a hope that flickered 


by PHIL NEWSOM 


In the early morning hours of Tuesday, 


June 25, machine gun bullets stitched 
their way across the front of the United 
States Embassy in Buenos Aires, Argen- 
tina, and peppered a police patrol car 
parked in front. 


The attack followed a night of some 14 


terrorist bombings of offices occupied by 
various foreign concerns including the 
Bank of Boston, Coca-Cola and the Ford 
Motor Company. 


No casualties were reported in any of 


the attacks which, however, added up to 
a persuasive demonstration that the Per- 
onist Argentina of June, 1974, was not too 
much different from the anti-Peronlst 
Argentina which began with the ending 


of the first Peronist period in 1955 and 
c o n t i n u e d with mounting violence 
through the years until it, too, ended in 
1973. 


A succession of powerless civilian gov- 


ernments followed by years of military 
rule had left the country in economic 
stagnation and hopelessly divided social- 
ly between antl-Peronlsls and the Per- 
onlstas who totalled more than half the 
population but remained outside the na- 
tion's political life. 


When the military finally stepped down 


and handed the reins of government 
back to the 77-year-old strongman it was 
with the almost unanimous blessing of 
political right and left, businessmen, 
trade unionists and educators. 


For Peron himself, his return to power 


after his military overthrow and years of 
exile amounted to an enormous personal 
triumph. He had not anticipated his task 
would be easy. 


He had returned to Argentina with the 


announced goal of unifying his homeland. 


Instead, the last year has seen an in- 


crease In political bickering and murder, 
kidnappings and robberies become dally 
occurrences. Strikes and rising prices 
threaten economic gains. 


For Peron it was a bitter personal 


tragedy. 


For many years Argentines themselves 


laid their troubles to the vacuum left by 
Peron's departure. His return didn't help 
much, and now, with his death, an even 
more uncertain future lies ahead.

Despite no-fault, divorce 
laws 'corrupt at heart9

There b no such thing as an amicable divorce. It's just that 


some husbands and wives arc more adept at emotionally and 
economically eviscerating their spouses than others. 


Despite the advent of "no-fault" divorce in 1970, the lawyer 


nho falls to warn his client that he or she may suffer massive 
retaliation at the hands of the "wronged spouse" — cither 
doesn't understand the law or human nature or both. 


On orders from the client, the lawyer and the court may do 


their damndest to punish and avenge past marital trans- 
gressions to the fullest extent the law permits. 


"NO-KAUI.T" divorce was the first attempt to separate the 


process of divorce from the concept of blame. Before "no- 
fault" a spouie had to be proved guilty of, say, adultery, 
extreme cruelty, habitual drunkenness, insanity or the like. 
Of course, the other spouse was judged as "innocent." Even 
If the lawyers to the divorce proceedings didn't say so in open 
court, they knew this concept was absurd. 


Today, all but seven states (Illinois, Massachusetts, Mis- 


sissippi, Montana. Ohio, Pennsylvania and South Dakota) 
have some kind of "no-fault" divorce statutes. Those laws 
permit the "dissolution of the marriage" because of "Irre- 
concilable differences which have caused the irremediable 
breakdown of the marriage." 


MOST DIVOItCE lawyers (who prefer to call themselves 


matrimonial attorneys much in the fashion of garbage collec- 
tors who like to be called sanitary engineers) fought the con- 
cept of "no-fault" divorce. They predicted chaos in the 
courts. In reality what they feared was on untimely end to 
drawn-out divorce suits and accompanying sky's-the-Ilmlt 
fees. 


Well, no-fntilt divorce is here to stay, but so arc the high 


legal fees, 


There has been, nevertheless, one unexpected fallout from 


no-fault — the "do-lt-yoursclf" divorce. 


IT IS MORE possible for a carefully reasoning couple, say 


In their early 20s. with no children, little property and a 
dispassionate disgust with their marriage, to sit down, fill out 
a number of legal forms and then, for a modest fee, present 
them to a Judge and get their own divorce — all without a 
lawyer. 


That's the way about one In every 20 divorces in California 


is being handled. 


Your lawyer may tell you that many judges are horrified 


by the appearance of two citizens standing in front of the

bench demanding legal satisfaction without attorneys. But 
what your lawjcr won't tell you Is that many of those same 
judges are equally appalled by the Ineptncss of many divorce 
lawyer* who appear In court acting as counsel. 


ALMOST TO a man. divorce lawyers despise "do-it-your- 


self" divorce. They say that even in the 43 states which do 
not require "grounds" for a divorce, there is still ample ter- 
ritory available for dispute and error: technical (result — 
blaamy). (axes (here comes the I.R.S.), child support (back 
in court, this time with lawyers), community debts (credit 
agencies), custody and visitation (back to court again), insur- 
ance (who pays?) and community property (who gets?). 


Despite no-fault divorce, the fact is that legally, divorce 


remains an adversary situation; one person gets custody of 
tho children, the other visitation rights; one spouse gets the 
house, the other looks for an apartment; one spouse, usually 
the wife, gets alimony and/or child support, the husband just 
pays and pays. 


HKCAL'SE ONE spouse gets and the other gives, divorce 


proceedings arc usually filled with perjury, evasion and mn- 
sivc attempts at fault-finding. As Joseph Epstein puts it in his 
recent book. "Dovorced In America," "The process of divorce 
offers greater opportunity for mental cruelty than marriage 
itself. 


"However impeccably it Is carried out with regard to legal 


niceties, dhorcc is corrupt at heart. That is not exactly a 
club secret, or If It is then a very large club is in on it, for It 
is something known to everyone who has ever been divorced, 


"The divorced are the fraternity of 


those who have gone through an emotional 
ravaging that, short of starvation, impris- 
onment, disease and death itself, is prob- 
fibly equal to most that the world has to 
offer." 


—Joseph Epstein, "Divorced in America" 


to every lawyer who has ever tried a divorce case, and to 
every judge that has ever presided over a divorce trial. Cor- 
ruption is built into the very system of American divorce 
law," according to Epstein. 


THE EFFECT of divorce on children, clearly the most sig- 


nificant question of all, remains one about which all too little 
is known. In only one state, Wisconsin, is it mandatory for a 
guardian ad litcm, a lawyer for the children, to be appointed 
in contested divorces. The only obligation of the guardian ad 
litcm is to protect the best interest of the child, not the war- 
ring parents. 


Don't expect your divorce lawyer to urge you and your 


spouse to reconcile — because if you do, there goes his high 
fee. 


Although your divorce lawyer won't suggest it, a couple 


considering divorce should spend a day or two in divorce 
court, listening to other couples go through the procedure. 
Then, perhaps, they might consider going to a legitimate 
marriage counselor. 


IDEALLY, there should be fewer divorce lawyers and more 


judicial arbitrators whose job it would be to determine wheth- 
er a divorcing couple has made an equitable, sensible com- 
pact to end their marriage — without lawyers. 


Although this arbitrator would have some judicial powers, 


he or she would be paid by both parties to the divorce. If the 
couple cannot agree, then the arbitrator should send each of 
tho parties to separate attorneys and assign a lawyer for any 
children involved. 


But if history is any Indication, divorce lawyers will, all too 


unfortunately, be with us for a long time to come.

The high cost of getting married today

Wedding* arc big business despite 


(heir religious mini. 


When Diid offer* his about-to-bc-mar- 


rled daughter n check equivalent to the 
cost of n wedding If she'll just forego the 
ceremony and "run off somewhere" to 
be married, he's offering her a young 
fortune. 


Like today's high cost of being born 


and today's high cost of dying, today's 


ueddlngs ha\c also been hit by inflation. 


And like being born nt home or being 


burled In a crude pine box without bene- 
fit of funeral service, It Is still possible to 
stage an inexpensive wedding. But not 
likely. 


Most mother* want their daughters 


married in n traditional ceremony with a 
traditional reception. 


NOT TOO MANY years ago a "tradi- 


tional" reception meant punch, wedding 
cake, nuts and mints In the church base- 
ment, the local fireman's hall — or at 
home. 


Today "doing It up right" means a re- 


ception In one of the area's "classier" 
restaurants or banquet hnlls. The tab for 
Dad is not likely to he under $2,000. Be- 
tween $.1.000 and $5,000 and up Is even 
more realistic. 


Furthermore, depending on the month 


and day of the wedding (Saturdays arc 
the most popular* Dad or Mom will have 
to make reservation* up to a year or 
more In advance for the privilege of pay- 
ing out this fortune. The wedding date 
may well depend on whatever date the 
restaurants or clubs have open. 


And If daughter backs out of the wed- 


ding or runs off. Dad stands to lose all or 
part of his deposit, depending on how- 
close to the wedding the deal is called 
off. The deposit can be St per person or 
more. 


TIIK SIMI'LK afternoon buffets with 


liors d'ocuvres. champagne, cake and 
coffee arc no longer generally available 
In the restaurant* and clubs with "at- 
mosphere." 


Today the restaurants and clubs offer 


n package deal which usually includes an 
open bar along with a sit-down luncheon 
or dinner of roast beef, breast of chicken 
or Salisbury steak (chopped meat). The 
cost Is $15 or more per plate for dinner 


and between $9 and $15 per plate for 
luncheon. 


A champagne toast is extra. Wedding 


cake Is extra. Cutting the cake may be 
extra. Music is extra. Flowers, loo. 


The bar is usually open an hour before 


the food is served and an hour or two 
following. 


IF AN OPEN BAR is not included in 


the package, the cost Is considerably 
less, perhaps $4.25 to $5 per luncheon 
plate and dinner for $8 and up, depend- 
ing on the menu and trimmings. But if 
and when (usually, when) Dad picks up 
the bar bill at the end of the evening, 
he'll wonder how 150 people (billed by 
the drink) could have downed $1,600 
worth of booze! 


A buffet usually costs about the same 


as n sit-down affair. But most restau- 
rants explain that because of the long 
lines of guests the buffet Is suitable only 
for smaller crowds. They also point out 
that keeping serving plates full and appe- 
tizing-looking up to the last guest means 
extra food. And then there arc always 
second helpings. 


If you prefer to hold the reception In a 


church hall (for which there may or may 
not be a rental charge) or a private hall 


(where there usually is a charge) with 
professional caterers, the cost will be a 
little less, but not much. 


LUNCHEON WITH bar costs around $8 


per plate. The caterers provide the table 
cloths, silver and dinncrwarc. Sometimes 
the churchwomcn will cater the food but 
seldom for free. A donation Is always 
welcome. 


A catered affair at home can be done 


reasonably, but if you rent a canopy the 
cost soars. 


As for other expenses for the wedding 


Itself, most of them have gone up, too. 


A wedding cake that serves 150-1BO will 


cost S75-S125. 


In at least one local church $40 will 


cover the organist, the officiating clergy- 
man and tips for altar boys or candle- 
lighters. Separately an organist gets $20- 
$25, a clergyman (normally the groom's 
expense) about the same unless he 
comes from out of town in which case his 
air fare and hotel accommodations must 
be paid. Then there arc the soloist and 
the janitorial service for the church 
preparation and clean up. 


COST OF HOTEL accommodations, if 


needed, for bridesmaids are usually the 


responsibility of the bride's family, while 
the groom's family "shells out" for the 
men attendants. 


Music at the reception can run as little 


as S20-S25 for an organist up to a trio of 
union scale musicians for $300 to $500 
who play three hours at on afternoon re- 
ception or a small band for dancing 
which costs more. The leader of the 
group often serves as a master of cere- 
monies introducing the bridal couple, of- 
ficiating at the toasts, etc. 


Flowers at the church are the same as 


flowers at funerals or other occasions — 
$20 or more for each altar bouquet. Fig- 
ure around $35 for a bridal bouquet. A 
single long-stemmed rose without pre- 
servative treatment or satin-wrapped 
stem will cost $1.25, a small nosegay $10 
to $15. 


Whereas the groom has traditionally 


been responsible for the cost of the 
bride's bouquet, the mothers' corsages 
and the boutonnlcrcs for fathers and 
male attendants, florists today usually 
quote all flowers, including those of the 
church arrangements (and the white run- 
ner) and reception flowers In a lump 
sum, billed to the bride's family. 


COST OF THE flowers often includes a 


floral consultant service that includes 
seeing that the bride and her attendants 
are started down the aisle at the proper 
time and spacing. 


A professional wedding consultant, usu- 


ally available through the florist, bridal 
registry or dress shop, may charge $25 
an hour for consultation, more if she "di- 
rects" the whole show, hiring, arranging 
and coordinating all the people involved. 


The bride's gown and those of her 


bridesmaids are about the only costs that 
haven't spiralcd in the last 10 years. You 
pay more but not an excessive amount. 
Bridal gowns in shops or department 
stores sell for as low as $55 but can go to 
$300 or more depending on the lavish- 
ness. The bride who wants individuality 
of a designer gown can expect to pay up 
to $900 or more. 


Wedding invitations and reception 


cards will cost $65 and up for 150 guests. 
Don't forget the stamps. 


IT'S POPULAR nowadays to have a 


full album of pictures starting from the 
time the bride gets dressed at home on 
through the wedding, reception and going 
away. This can run $150 and up. The cost 
of a professional photographer coming 
out just to take a few pictures of the 
bride and groom alone wouldn't warrant 
the expense. 


But there are a few "bright spots" to 


the wedding inflation picture. It is not 
uncommon for the groom's family to 
pick up the tab for the liquor at the re- 
ception or even share one half of the to- 
tal reception cost. 


There's no doubt about it. Weddings 


are big business. There arc contracts 
and down payments required on all ser- 
vices. The balance due the musicians, 
florist and restaurant plus the clergy, or- 
ganist, etc. is due the day of the wedding 
... and there are no revolving credit 
plans. 


Dad had better not forget his check- 


book!

There are ways to save money 


There arc those who feel that wed- 


dings arc a materialistic ritual. And 
there .ire those who fool that the 
elaborate wedding is just too costly. 


For these people there arc alterna- 


tives. 


Costs are at a minimum if the ser- 


vice Is held In the pastor's study, the 
local judge's chamber or at the city 
hall with no reception or perhaps just 
a family dinner out. 


For those who want a church wed- 


ding with all the trimmings costs can 
still be kept down. 


In place of expensive printed in- 


vitations hand-written notes can bo 
substituted. 


Cake and punch served In the 


church hall can replace the lavish 
luncheon or dinner reception with 


open bar. A simple reception at 
home with Mom and her friends pre- 
paring the foods and Dad and his 
friends fixing the beverages Is also a 
money-saver, and sometimes more 
fun, too. 


THE BRIDE OR her mother can 


sew n bridal gown for about one-third 
the price of a rcadymade gown. 
Bridesmaids' gowns can also be 
sewn at home, and instead of renting 
tuxedos for the men attendants, busi- 
ness suits can be worn. Gowns can 
also be rented, borrowed or pur- 
chased as used. 


Talented family friends may be 


willing to supply the music for free, 
or one can use records or tape. 


The cake can bo baked at 


home. Large pans arc available from 


many of the rental firms. 


Flowers in season can be picked 


from the garden. 


Friends and family can take the 


pictures. 


ONE AREA COUPLE were mar- 


ried in an outdoor wedding. Friends 
and family supplied the salads and 
trimmings and the main meal came 
from Colonel Sanders. 


Daisies from the garden were car- 


ried by all the attendants; a brother- 
in-law served as photographer; a sis- 
tcr-ln-law baked the cake; the bride 
and her attendants made their own 
gowns; friends played guitar music; 
and the 200 guests agreed it was the 
"most personalized" wedding they 
had ever attended. 


Speaking of 
Hometown history projects 


by KAY MARSH 


(First of two parts) 


Did you ever hear of Kate Shelley? 
You may have, if you used to ride the 


train from Chicago out to Iowa, for that 
train was named for one of the few wom- 
en heroines in railroad legend. 


Kate Shelley lived near Moingono, 


Iowa, in a farmhouse located near the 
Chicago and North Western railroad 
tracks. On the stormy night of July 6, 
1881, the young Kate Shelley made an 
heroic trek up a steep bluff, across a 
high and slippery railroad bridge and 
into the station to warn that the bridge 
was out on Honey Creek. She ran the 
final quarter of mile, arriving just In 
time to save the lives of the railroad men 
and passengers getting ready to leave on 


a midnight train to DCS Moines. 


Kate's story is told in some detail in a 


fascinating book called "Old Glory," sub- 
titled "a pictorial report on the Grass 
Roots History Movement and The First 
Hometown History Primer." Published 
in 1973, the book is an America the Beau- 
tiful Fund book published in association 
with Warner Paperback Library. Its 192 
pages are packed with stories and photo- 
graphs on various hometown history 
projects, real grass roots movements to 
save a bit of our past for our children 
and our children's children yet to come. 


KATE SHELLEY'S story, for Instance, 


has inspired the Boone County Historical 
Society to begin a campaign to put up a 
replica of the North Western Railroad 
Depot where Kate served as station 


agent in the countryside near her home. 
Boone County also hopes to honor "the 
girl who stopped a train" by making a 
park out of the Shelley homesite, near 
the proposed depot, and run excursion 
trains out from Moingona. 


Iowa, of course, has no monopoly on 


heroes, heroines, legends and history. 
One of the most fascinating things about 
the book "Old Glory" is the amazing va- 
riety and geographical distribution of the 
grass roots history projects described. 


Cuero, Tex., for instance, sought to 


cure "municipal amnesia" by restoring 
much of Main Street for the town's 100th 
anniversary and a new and improved 
Turkey Trot. (The Turkey Trot was a 
turkey drive, similar to a cattle drive, in

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Women and children first 
Emancipation of a minor

In my column May IS, I discussed the 


statement that "on IB-ycnr-old la of legal 
age for nil Intents and purposes." It Is 
true In one section of the Illinois statute 
book, but In other sections, 19 and 21 ore 
I he required legal ngcs for certain other 
privileges and occupations, as I ex- 
plained In the column. 


For Instance, a person must be 10 


years old before he or she may legally 
purchase wine and beer, and must be 21 
to become a lawyer, doctor or run for 
public office. I mentioned .14 additional 
specific Instances where the legal age re- 
quirement l.i 21. 


Since publication of that column, I've 


heard from several persons who arc af- 
fected by these discrepancies In one wny 
or another. They're puzzled. Without 
meaning to be facetious, lei me say, 
"Join the crowd, including me!" 


The question of "legal age" Is now 


being decided in specific cases by the 
Illinois attorney general, state's attor- 
ney's offices and the courts. 


THE HKTTKIt WAY to clarification Is 


through the action of the Illinois General 
Assembly, which enacted the laws In the 
first place. It would save a lot of time 
and trouble If some enterprising legisla- 
tor took It upon himself to introduce a 
bill eliminating or correcting these con- 
fusing variances. 


This Is not to say, however, that the 


legislature is solely responsible for what 
has taken place so far. Traditionally, In 
our culture, we've looked upon our chil- 
dren as capable of assuming responsi- 
bility for some things at one age and not 
at another, the result of the common law 
upon which Illinois law Is based whereby 
n minor achieves majority at age 21. 


Historically, the fixing of majority age 


was 21. Tills didn't Include sovereigns, 
however, so that sometimes the king was 
n newborn babe. Apparently, the age 
choice was purely arbitrary and prob- 
ably based upon a male's ability to boar 
arms and complete his training for 
knighthood. (The Romans seem to have 
had a moro liberal view. Their young 
men became of legal age at 15.) 


IIEFOHK AND AKTKK 21 was se- 


lected as the age of majority, there were 
exceptions for certain purposes and 
the difference* In legal age requirements 
arc a carryover from that line of thought 
and decision. 


But times ore changing so rapidly the 


legislature cannot make laws fast enough 
to keep up with them. Today parental 
control has weakened as large numbers 
of minors leave home, or marry, or fend 
for themselves. Even a minor assumes 
the rights of adults, must he or she then 
not assume the responsibility for his/her 
misdeeds? 


Tills question forms the basis for the 


test of "emancipation of a minor" and 
has been finding favor in the adminis- 
tering of justice. 


It Is also responsible for causing some 


confusion for those affected by It as you 
will sec In the following answers. 


• W.T. - You're right. In Cook County 


an 18-year-old boy may marry without 
the consent of his parents because of an 
opinion from the state's attorney's office. 
But, please note, In other counties In Illi- 
nois ho may not. If any of you 18-year-old 
males plan to marry in Illinois, check 
your county's requirements first. 


• Worried Mother — If It's your son's 


car and In his name, then he's respon- 
sible, not you. But If It's yours or your 
husband's vehicle and he is acting as 
your agent, or you know that he Is reck- 
less and Irresponsible and you let him 
use your car, then you are liable. 


As one mother to another, let me say, 


please get your boy some counseling 
now. I know you and your husband have 
done everything possible, but the fact 
that It hasn't worked proves that you 
need outside help. There Is a mental 
health clinic In your town. I understand 
their fees arc small and they will help 
you and your family with your problems. 


I wish you good luck. I'll be Interested in 
knowing if you've sought help and how It 
turned out. Please write again.

Fort Bcnlon. Mont., calls itself "the 


birthplace of Montana," and has a Com- 
munity Improvement Association that 
gives top priority to keeping the city's 
heritage alive. 


OliKltUN. KAN., doesn't preserve old 


buildings. The original buildings were 
made of sod. and thus washed Into the 
prairie long ago. What Obcrlln has is an 
annual jubilee, designed to preserve the 
pioneer spirit and traditions that built 
Oberlin in the first place. Everybody has 
a great time learning or demonstrating 
skills from the days of the settlers, and 
the sod house-building Is an especially 
popular activity. 


In Flncastle. Va., the town raised tho 


money to restore tho burnt-out court- 
house. The citizens of Pocahontas, Va., 
hope to restore old buildings and create 
a future for their town out of Its gaudy 
coal mining past. 


Some groups try to restore or preserve 


a whole town or town area, as in Social 
Circle, Ga. Others concentrate on one 


important landmark or type of building. 
Thus the emphasis In Laconia, N.H., is 
on renovating two of the oldest and best- 
preserved textile mills in America. Out 
in Kansas, the Snokomo Silent Workers, 
a venerable 12-woman sewing circle 
founded more than 40 years ago, restored 
their old schoolhousc with help from hus- 
bands and friends. 


OTHER COMMUNITIES, too, arc 


working to save school houses. In Little- 
ton, N.I!., they're working for the old op- 
era house. Frederick, Md., built "A His- 
tory House for Kids." From Warren, 111., 
one of the last remaining cheese-making 
experts takes his cheese wagon around to 
fairs. 


But check your library for "Old Glory" 


and glance over the book yourself. You'll 
find a lot of suggestions plus ideas for 
fund-raising If you want to start a grass 
roots history project yourself. But even if 
you don't it's a fascinating book to read 
with all its old pictures and quotations. It 
will also give you some tempting new 
additions for your list of places you'd 
really like to visit at your earliest oppor- 
tunity.

Commemoratives will help finance '76 Olympics 


Canada has launched an unprecedented 


program designed to mako the 1076 Sum- 
mer Olympics in Montreal self sufficient. 
Special silver commemorative coins arc 
being sold worldwide to finance the 
Olympic scries with some 60 million 
pieces expected to generate an estimated 
80 per cent of the $310 million bill for the 
event. 


Tho remainder will come from the sale 


of special postage stamps, a national lot- 
tery and merchandising tic-Ins. 


A total of 28 silver coins will be issued 


by tho Royal Canadian Mint In seven 
scries of four coltiii each. The first scries 
will bear a geographic theme dated 1075. 
and the six following designs relating to 
indigenous Canadian sports wilt he is- 
sued at four to six month intervals 
through the summer of 1070. 


TIIE I'HOGMAM calls for restrictions 


on the quantities to bo sold In each geo- 
graphic region. Two coins In each scries 
will have a face value of $5 and two a 
face value of $10, marking the first time 


Canada has struck silver coins in these 
denominations. 


Each coin qualifies for tho sterling sll-, 


vcr designation under British standards 
which .calls for a fine silver content of 
92.5 per cent coin. Thus the $10 coin con- 
tains 1.443 Troy ounces while the $5 
pieces consist of .723 Troy ounces of pure 
silver.

Play oi king more deceptive 


There is an Important bidding principle 


Involved in North's notrump response to 
South's opening notrump. North knows 
that his partner holds IB-IB high card 
points and a balanced hand. He is look- 
ing at eight high-card points and a good 
six-card minor suit with 6-3-2-2-dls- 
tribution. He doesn't know if his partner 
can make three notrump but ho is pretty 
sure that if there is any game for his 
side it will be In notrump, not In clubs. 


There is an even more important prin- 


ciple of play in connection with South's 
play to trick one. West opens the four of 
spades and East plays the jack. South 
should win the trick since there is no rea- 
son to duck. The ordinary unthinking 
player wins with the nee. He thinks he is 
making a clever false-card play. 


East wins the first or second club. This 


mnkes no difference. Then if East both- 
ers to think he leads back the deuce of 
hearts and the defense cashes four heart 
tricks. 


The ace play has told East what to do. 


It is most unlikely that West led from 
king-queen. If he had South would prob- 
ably have ducked to a spade lead. 


A South player who is on his toes wins 


the first trick with the king of spades. 
Now when East gets in he may still shift 
to a heart but the chances arc that he

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Banks to aid small investors

WASHINGTON - Bank plans for small' 


Investors interested In the stock markol 
probably will begin to expand In the 
coming months — with encouragement 
from the federal government. 


Complaints by slock brokers that 


bonks have overstepped their legal 
bounds In offering securities Investment 
plans have been brushed aside. 


The U.S. Controller of the Currency 


has stated for the second time In 17 
months that banks can legitimately buy 
stocks and bonds for their customers' ac- 
counts. And a long-time banking foe In 
Congress — Sen. William Proxmlre, 
D-Wls. — agrees. 


i'KOXMIKE, WHO Is expected to be- 


come chairman of tho Senate Banking 
Committee next January, has been criti- 
cal of many bank functions. But he said 
It appears bank stock plans have been 
good for small Investors. 


"I think It opens a new fluid of com- 


petition for the Investor-consumer," 
Proxmlro told UP1. "It is wholesome. If 
a bank can offer a service at a lower 
cost, then It is a proper function that 
benefits tho public." 


Under tho plans now being offered by 


about 20 banks, primarily in New York 
and California, a customer can put $23 or 
more into a monthly pool which the bank 
uses to buy blue chip stocks. The bank 
allocates shares, or parts of shares, to 
tho customer's account. 


Banks say tho advantage is that small 


investors can benefit from 
the in- 


stitution's buying power to hold down 
commission rates. 


THE NEW York Stock Exchange and 


tlic Investment Co. Institute, which rep- 
resents mutual funds, asked for a review 
of the Controller of Currency's February, 


1073 ruling in favor of tho bank plans. In 
a decision June 11, the Controller again 
found in behalf of the banks. 


Controller James E. Smith, echoing tho 


sentiment of his predecessor, William B. 
Camp, said the "competitive force" was 
healthy In an industry that has long had 
fixed chargcgs. 


The brokers and exchanges have re- 


ceived no balm from the Securities and 
Exchange Commission. SEC Chairman 
Ray Garrctt and most of the other com- 
missioners have called on brokers to 
compete with bonks by offering their 
own monthly invcsmcnt plans. Garrctt 
has noted many brokerage houses used 
to offer the plans, but apparently have 
lost interest in them. 


Although no government official has 


ventured to explain why tho brokerage 
Industry has gone soft on small in- 
vestors, a recent report to the New York 
Stock Exchange might hold the answer. 
Greenwich Research Associates said in 
the active year of 1009 only two per cent 
of individual investors generated enough 
business for their brokrs to make a 
profit. 


Regardless of how the brokers feel 


about the small investor, it is apparent 
most banks welcome him. 


O F F I C I A L S OF the American 


Bankers Assn. say the latest ruling of the 
Controller of the Currency should load to 
rapid expansion of bank investment 
plans. 


"Most of the banks have been waiting 


to sec what would happen to the first 
ones In. The stock investment plans can 
be profitable for banking and offer ser- 
vices to the customer," one ABA spokes- 
man said. "I think you'll see banks get- 
ting into these plans in a big way."

Brann acknowledged that estab- 


lished tradition, protocol and style 
may deter some businesses from per- 
mitting men to dress casual on hot 
days, and that some restaurants 
which have required tics may not re- 
lax their rule. 


"However, there arc many situ- 


ations, where personnel spend their 
workday not having to meet the pub- 
lic or make official appearances," 
Brann said. "These might be ideal 
situations to consider the option of 
unbuttoning." 
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Voltage fluctuations abound 
What happens 
when all our 
machines stop?

What to do until the brownout arrives: 


or, how to prevent malfunction and dam- 
age due to voltage fluctuations during 
the energy crunch. 


The topic is timely despite becfed-up 


electric power reserves reported by 
Commonwealth Edison Co. and other 
utilities, says Irving Roane of Sola Elec- 
tric Co. in Elk Grove Village. He is mar- 
keting services manager for the manu- 
facturer of voltage regulators and power 
supplies. 


Roane believes that few business man- 


agers and consumers understand what 
the current energy shortages moan to 
electric power users. 


"Maybe it's because the symptoms of 


electrical shortages aren't nearly as ob- 
vious," he said. "We don't have to wait 
in line to buy it. We don't have suppliers 
calling and saying, 'Sorry, but your next 
shipment will be a few weeks late.' And 
while we have a pretty good idea of what 
happens if our gasoline Is thinned out 
with water, most people have no idea 
what happens when you thin out their 
electricity." 


SHORTAGES ARE only half the ener- 


gy problem faced by the electric power 
consumer, Roane said in a recent Chi- 
cago speech. Line power seldom mea- 
sures 120 volts, ho said, "and it too often 
dramatically varies from that mark." 


The symptoms of unpredictable voltage 


arc all around us, said Roane, citing sev- 
eral examples. A credit-card company 
makes a $1,000 mistake on your state- 
ment and you can't seem to convince 
anybody the computer was wrong. A 
hamburger chain with a new polnt-of- 
sole terminal system needs its mini-com- 
puters reprogrammed several times a 
week. A hospital has to expose a patient 
to X-rays three or more times in order to 
get one clear shot. A textile company 
sees its production fall 20 per cent below 
quota, then notices its machinery is run- 
ning 20 per cent slower. 


"Strange behavior like this comes and 


goes unprcdictably and nobody seems to 
know why. Electric utilities toll one sto- 
ry, and the people who make things run 
on electricity tell another," Roane said. 


MOST ELECTRICAL and electronic 


equipment operates efficiently on a stan- 
dard 120 or 240 AC volt line power, 
Roane said. Dramatic fluctuations in line 
voltage can account for the malfunctions 
in electrical equipment. 


Power is carried to users through cop- 


per distribution wires. All along the line, 
resistive losses cause a drop in voltage. 
The losses increase as heavier loads arc 
applied to the power line. Companies at 
the far end of the line may experience 
voltage drops of 5 to B per cent below 
normal levels, said Roane. 


Poor contacts within a plant, and other 


distribution losses may cause another 3 
per cent or higher drop in voltage. 
C o u n t l e s s smaller fluctuations are 
caused routinely by startup or shutdown 
of air conditioning and other equipment. 


A brownout — lowering of line voltage 


by electric utilities during a power short- 
age — would cut voltago by another 3 to 


10 per cent, Roane said. 


JUST HOW MUCH of a problem is 


this? A 10 per cent drop below normal 
120-volt level results in a 20 per cent drop 
in electrical heater output, a drop of as 
much as 120 to ISO degrees in the color 
temperature 
of precise photographic 


lighting and possible garbling or shut- 
downs of computers, said Roane. 


"There are no isolated pockets left, be- 


cause our power 
grid 
balance 
is 


nationwide," he said of voltage fluctua- 
tions. One way to prevent voltage losses 
is to improve tho distribution system 
within a building, he suggested: put hi 
heavier wire, tighten all connections and 
shift devices sensitive to unstable voltage 
to a system that does not have heavy 
electric power loads. 


Another effective way to eliminate 


voltage problems is to install line-voltage 
regulators, said Roane. New equipment 
may be purchased with the devices built 
In. Tho line-voltage regulator "smoothes 
out the peaks and valleys. It gives nice 
level voltage so your equipment hums 
along beautifully," said Roane. Sola 
Electric manufactures a range of the 
regulators, ranging in price from $15 to 
$20,000. 


A division of Sola Basic Industries 


based in Milwaukee, Wis., the firm is 
counting on a 75 per cent boost in elec- 
tric power consumption by the year 2000 
to boost Its services and sales. The way 
Roane sees things, consumers will dis- 
cover the need for voltage regulation 
when they discover that shortages arc 
only half the electric energy problem.

He'd 
rather be in the movie business. 


"I'm not at all crazy about television, 


said Foreman, "but I have to learn it 
because it is the way tho film industry is 
going. You'll be seeing more and more 
people learning about the box because 
film production is slowing down." 


Foreman is the executive consultant 


for the NBC series "Born Free," a tele- 
vision version of George and Joy Adam- 
son's best-selling story of Elsa, the lion- 
ess, and her adventures in Africa. 


FOREMAN 
PREVIOUSLY 
adapted 


"Born Free" and its best-selling sequel 
"Living Free" to the screen. The tele- 


vision series is his first major attempt at 
what he calls "the box." 


"There's a terrifying sameness in tele- 


vision," Foreman said. "You get the 
same characters and the same sort of 
plots despite the changes in the show. A 
lot of the writers in television complain 
they have to write down to the au- 
diences." 


Although Foreman is, perhaps, best 


known for producing the film the "Guns 
of Navarone," he has had considerable 
success as a screen writer and has been 
nominated for six Academy Awards for 
his work in movies. Among the films he 
has produced or written are "The Bridge 
on the River Kwai," "The Victors" and 
"High Noon." 


DESPITE HIS achievements in film, 


Foreman is not completely comfortable 
by IMS switch to television. 


"I .spent all my life trying to learn the 


film business nnd now I have to learn the 
TV basines-i. I'm just an amateur. Every 
day someone tells me I'm doing some- 
thing wrong. I've got a lot to learn. But 
don't «ct me wrong. I love TV." 


NBC's "Horn Free" is being shot on 


location in Kenya and Foreman said that 
filming in Africa has presented several 
problems. One of them is getting enough 
black actors for each program, especial- 
ly from Kenya. 


"You burn up a lot of scripts and a lot 


of actors in a scries like this, and since 
Kenya is a new country, it hasn't devel- 
oped many acting schools, so we are al- 
ways looking for actors."

Abortion choice defended 


I would like to respond to the recent 


lottcri published In the Her ltd, written 
by June Orlouskl and Walter Gales, Jr., 
criticizing my support of the Supreme 
Court ruling on legalized abortion, and 
pro'life, pro'choice. 


White they expressed their feelings so 


eloquently — with Ms. Orlowskl's keen 
wit and Mr. Gates' logical Itemizing each 
point of my letter — we still have a dif- 
ference of opinion. 


The Supreme Court based Its decision 


on the Individual's right of privacy, 
which Is founded primarily in the 14th 
amendment's concept of personal liberty 
and restrictions upon State action. The 
Justices determined that: 


"The right of privacy Is broad enough 


to encompass a woman's decision wheth- 
er or not to terminate her pregnancy." 


The fact that women do desire abor- 


tions and will seek them out under illegal 
and dangerous circumstances cannot bo 
denied or Ignored. 


Legalized abortion allows for a far 


greater amount of personal counseling 
than was possible before the Supremo 


Court ruling. Prior to that decision, 
about one million abortions were per- 
formed annually in the United States. 


Illegal abortionists will seldom counsel 


a woman against abortion. If an ex- 
pectant mother feels free to consult her 
family physician, however, that doctor 
might well counsel against abortion al- 
though the abortion would be legal — 
thus her choice. 


In Illinois, the General Assembly 19G9 


F a m i l y Study Commission Report 
showed that Cook County Hospital alone 
admitted approximately 4,000 women 
annually -"• from 1962 to 1968 — for medi- 
cal care following criminal abortions. In 
April and May of 1973, however, the Chi- 
cago Board of Health found less than 
five such cases per month at the same 
hospital.

declined as a result of legalized abortion,

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New electronic equipment improves the odds 
Students compute chances 
of liking math courses

On a cold, rainy day, you can play a 


game of golf. Or rerun, with some 
changes, last year's homecoming football 
game. Or run a presidential election be- 
tween Abraham Lincoln and Stephen A. 
Douglas. 


In addition. If you're like some stu- 


dents in High School Dlst. 2M. you can 
set up a dating service, solve complex 
physics problems, or help design your 
school's registration system — all with 
a computer. 


More students than ever before have 


been able to use a computer this year in 
Diit. 2i4's eight high schools, according 
to Donald Ring, district coordinator. Us- 
ing a new system with a Hewlett-Pack- 
ard computer and computer terminals 
In each school, he says. "We've had a 
minimum of noo students per building us- 
ing the computer this year, where before 
we probably didn't have more than 30." 


HIST. 211 decided to buy the Hewlett- 


Packard system last year and to set up 
the computer terminals in each of thu 
!»!gh schools to replace an older syslcm 
using IBM 1620. Vrath classes now teach 
two week units on computer math, ac- 
counting, according to King, for the min- 
imum use of .100 students per building In 
addition, students in other classes, par- 
ticularly advanced math and sclrncj 
classes, have been using the computer in 
other ways. 


"One of the things we want to do next 


year is emphasize getting the computer 
Into other areas like social science and 
English." lie says. In those fields, he 
says, computers can be used to teach 
concepts, rather than as tools for bud- 
ding computer programmers. 


The computer already has programs

games, Including poker, and golf. 


"The most active part of the sysWm at 


first were the games," he says. "They 
got the kids involved right away, and, of 
course, golf is n fun game for some of 
the older people." 


NOW. HOWEVER, many schools have 


had to limit the hours when the computer 
can be used for game playing. A social 
studies class at Wheeling High School 
last semester enlisted the aid of the 
math teachers to do a program to tabu- 
late some survey results. Business 
classes have been using the system and 
both teachers and students have been 
doing their own programming. 


"The biggest problem we've had so far 


has been that kids haven't been able to 
get on tlic computer," Ring says. Next 
year, the district will add more capacity 
to the computer and have three phone 
lines from each school to the computer 
Instead of two, he says, hopefully alle- 
viating the problem. 


Tlw other thing the Increased comput- 


er capacity may do, he says, is to make 
it easier for Dlst. 214 lo cooperate with 
area community libraries to make the 
computer available. In January, the 
Rolling Meadows Library installed n 
computer terminal which was available 
to library patrons when the schools were 
closed at night and on weekends. By 
May, more than 2,000 hours of computer 
time had been used by Rolling Meadows 
library patrons. 


This summer. Ring said, Dist. 214 com- 


puter terminals have been temporarily 
installed In the Elk Grove Village and 
Wheeling libraries for use by patrons 
there. When the schools take back their 
terminals In the fall, Ring says, those 
libraries will have to decide whether to 
buy their own terminals and remain 
hooked up with the 214 system. 


DURING THE year, Ring says, the 


Dist. 214 computer has been reasonably 
reliable, with "down" time coming in- 
frequently and In "bundles." "Right be- 
fore final exams, when all the teachers 
wanted to use the computer to grade 
tests, it would go down overnight and 
then be working during the day," Ring 
says. "But it's down a lot less than the 
1820s were down." 


Student Ingenuity has not been limited 


lo conventional computer programming, 
Ring says. Several students at one high 
school found they could use their comput- 
er to call the district's backup computer 
at the University of Chicago and could 
then converse with technicians in the 
computer room at Billings Hospital in 
Chicago. The conversations went on for 
awhile, Ring says, "but they won't do 
that anymore." 


The future of computers in Dist. 214, 


Ring says, appears to be bright. The dis- 
trict plans to meet with officials from 
High School Dist. 211 and Harper College 
to share ideas and programs and 
next fall, a teacher will be assigned half- 
time to work with other teachers devel- 
oping ucs for the computer.

So you've been at It, man and boy, for 


all these years and you probably know 
all about fishing, right? Well, let's just 
see. 


Hero are a collection of the questions 


most often asked at fishing clubs and in 
letters and calls to a fishing writer. 
We've researched them, so we know the 
answers. See If you do. 


I. All winter long, your best friend has 


been telling you about his favorite trout 
stream — except that he couldn't go with 
you and now you're on thli hotipot by 
yourself. How do you flih II? 


You could just wade in and start fish- 


Ing and kick up enough gravel to spook 
everything for a hundred years down- 
stream. Or you could ask at the local 
tavern for help — which Is a good way to 
kill lime, but a terrible way to get good 
information. Instead, walk the banks, 
look for deep holes or pockets behind 
submerged logs or rocks, or pools below 
rapids. Pick up a rock from the stream 
and sec what the natural food looks like 
and either use It or find a lure or fly that 
duplicates it. 


:. You'tc hooked and landed an under- 


slietl flsb. What's the bcit way to release 
II? 


Don't squeeze It around the body! First 


wet your hands to reduce the amount of 
protective body slime you'll remove from 
the fish. Keep a firm, gentle grip and use 
long-nose pliers to remove the hook. 
When you put the fish back in the water, 
don't throw it back. Hold it In a swim- 
ming position and let it swim out of your 
loose grip. If it doesn't swim away Im- 
mediately, move it forward through the 
water, causing water to flow over the 
gills, letting him assimilate some oxy- 
gen, and then he'll swim away. If the 
hook is completely swallowed and you 
can't get it out without damaging inter- 
nal organs, forget the hook. Cut the line 
and release the fish. If he's healthy oth- 
erwise, most fish can dissolve even a 
steel hook in their gut. 


3. You head across the lake to your 


favorite "hole," but alas, someone Is 
tlirre.

The temptation is strong to move In 


closo and try to yank fish from under his 
boat, but don't do it.

spot about 45 minutes to recover after 
the other guy has left it and then go 
back. 


4. It's a good day. First thing in the 


morning, you've landed two good lar- 
gemouth boss.

Do you stringer or 
creel your fish and keep fishing, or do 
you stop and clean? 


Clean them before you move on, espe- 


cially if the weather is warm. Also, any- 
time during a fishing trip that a fish 
dies, either in a live well or on a string- 
er, clean him. The last thing a dead fish 


needs is water. If you clean and ice 
them, they'll be fresh and good until you 
get home. 


An aerated live well is the best way to 


keep fish healthy until you're ready to 
clean them, but check it frequently to be 
sure the fish are lively. If they look 
drowsy or ore trying to swim on their 
sides, clean them at once.

Second stocking of lakes 
is good news for anglers

Two thousand "new" rainbow trout 


have been stocked into Axchead Lake, 
2,000 more trout into Bcllcau Lake, and 
an additional 500 of the same game spe- 
cies Into Sag Quarry in the Cook County 
Forest Preserve District, said George W. 
Dunne, president of the District's board 
of commissioners. 


Following this stocking, there was a 


four-day period during which no fishing 
was allowed In these waters to give the 
4,500 half-pound trout a chance to adjust 
to their new surroundings. 


Stocking was done in mid-June at 


which time the lakes were closed and 
fishing permitted again four days later. 
Until angling was allowed once more, 
Axchead, Bcllcau and Sag Quarry were 
closed, posted and patrolled by the FPD. 
This recent stocking follows the first 
stocking of rainbows this year in these 
waters In early May. 


'We follow this succession of stocking 


and temporary closing so families can 
enjoy the fun of fishing together In the 
natural setting of the preserves," Presi- 
dent Dunne said. 


"Moreover, this system gives knowl- 


edgeable anglers the challenges they 
want, without permitting them to deplete 
the new trout too quickly. We also feel 
this method improves the high level and 
variety of the District's fisheries."

Spinnerbait

The lure which threatens the plastic 


worm most as a top bass catcher Is the 
splnnerbait, and often novice anglers 
prefer It over the worm because It is eas- 
ier to throw and retrieve. 


Whereas the plastic worm usually 


must be retrieved slowly, the splnnerbait 
can be worked in a variety of ways, and 
probably surpasses the plastic worm as a 
bolt for picking up scattered bass. 


Pro tournament anglers will use tho 


spinnorbait more often than any other 
lure when the fish arc scattered and a lot 
of water has to be covered to pick up a 
limit of fish. 


Since the iplnnerbal! can be used ef- 


fectively all year, it It not far behind the 
plastic worm In popularity. 


When bass fishermen refer to a spin- 


ncrbait, they arc not talking about the 
traditional singlc-bladed spinner, such as 
a Mepps spinner or a Rooster Tall. 


They are referring to the type of spin- 


ner which has wire shaped in the form of 
a "V," with a spinner blade on tho top 
and a lead weighted body and hook on a 
bottom which is cither dressed with hair 
or a rubber or plastic skirt. 


There arc numerous brands of spin- 


ncrbaits made by such tackle companies 
as Undy's, Rogers, Houcser, Ncwlond 
tc. 


The iplnnerholt has more appeal to the 


novice angler became its "V" design 
makes It nearly Impassible to hang up 
even In Ihc heavily trashed water Inr- 
gcmouth ban prefer for hiding place*. 


These baits can be tossed into heavy 


cover, such as fallen trcetops, and re- 
trieved with little difficulty. "Hot" col- 
ors, such as bright fluorescent yellow 
blades and skirts have been some of tho 
best bass producers on these baits. 


But, the boss fisherman usually studies 


the conditions and follows the policy of 
using light colored baits in clearer water, 
and dark colors in dirty water. However, 
that color policy is not a sot rule and 
often times a dark bait will work in clear 
water. 


The novice should become familiar 


with several different techniques for

working a splnnerbait. 


The bolt can be "buzzed" across the 


top of Ihc surface. This buzzing method 
is especially effective early in the morn- 
Ing and late In the afternoon. The spin- 
nerhalt should be slowed down to a 
pumplng-type of retrieve In the after- 
noon. 


To "buzz" a splnnerbait, the retrieve 


should be fast enough so that the blade of 
Ihc bait gurgles along the surface of the 
water. This method can be useful in 
sparking a nonfccdlng bass into hitting 
out in anger. 


Another effective method is to walk the 


spinnorbait, retrieving tho bait so it bub- 
bles just under the surface of the water. 
To effectively pump the splnnerbait, the 
novice should let it frecfnll under a taut 
line. The blade of the splnnerbait will 
spin as the bait is falling. 


After letting it drop for a while, the 


angler should begin a pumping retrieve, 
lifting the rod tip and then letting the 
bait drop while he takes in the slack. 
Fish often pick up the bait as it is flutter- 
ing down. 


A similar retrieve Is used to jump the 


halt off the bottom. The angler allows 
the bolt lo fall to the bottom again, then 
jumps It another few inches. 


Spinncrbalts with one blade are re- 


ferred to as single spins, and spin- 
ncrbaits with two blades are called 
double spins. Both are effective bass 
catchers.

Sag Quarry is on the cast side of Old 


Archer Avenue at the Intersection of 
Highway 83 and Archer Avenue. Bcllcau 
Lake is In eastern Des Plalncs between 
Dempster Street and Busse Highway. 
Axchead Lake Is south of Touhy Avenue 
between River Road and the DCS Plalncs 
River. 


The Forest Preserve District pur- 


chased these fish from a private trout 
farm in Wisconsin. Such annual stocking 
of trout in the preserves was first done in 
1962, and has since developed into a 
twice-yearly project. 


Axchead spans about 17 acres in size 


with 3,400 feet of shoreline. The com- 
mercially dug lake has a maximum 
depth of 29 feet and caters to sailboats, 
canoes and private rowboats with a boat- 
launching ramp available. 


The species of fish in the lake include 


largemouth bass, blucgills, sunfish, bull- 
heads, carp, goldfish and of course, rain- 
bows. The lake is equipped with both 
parking and restroom facilities. 


Bellcau Lake covers 12 acres of water 


and 3,800 feet of shoreline. No boats arc 
allowed on Bellcau and common fish In- 
clude largemouth, blucgills, sunfish, bull- 
heads, rainbows and crapplcs. The max- 
imum depth Is 37 feet. 


Sag Quarry is the largest of the three 


stocked lakes with surface area covering 
some 25 acres with almost 10,000 feet in 
shoreline. The depth reaches 25 feet, but 
does not permit boating. 


Sag Quarry contains species of lar- 


gemouth, blucgills, sunfish, bullheads, 
channel catfish, carp, goldfish, rainbows 
and crapplcs.

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Wrong. Bass are among the more dedi- 


cated school fish and where there is one, 
chances arc, on good structure, there are 
more. You might have caught the leader, 
but he will tolerate a rather large school 
of slightly smaller fish around him. Keep 
fishing the same spot, the same way. 
You could limit out without moving. 


If the fight of your first fish spooked 


the rest of the school, it will be only tem- 
porary. If you're fishing correctly, not 
hanging up and turning over rocks or 
tearing out weed beds, the school, most 
likely, will come back in a few minutes. 


When diving on good bass structure, 


you can swim fairly near a school of big 
bass. As you approach, they will leave, 
but if the water is clear, you can sec 
they only swim along the structure, keep- 
ing a safe distance from you. After you 
move on, they move right back in. 


6. You're on a new lake. You spot a 


heavy row of Illy pads along the west 
shoreline. You figure the bass arc using 
it for cover and they probably ore. How 
do you fish it? 


Unfortunately, most fishermen will tie 


on a wecdless lure and cast right into the 
pads, dredging a path through the 
middle. If there was anything in there 
before the cast, there wasn't after they 
finished their do-weeding exercise. 


Anchor your boat 10 to 15 yards out on 


the lake side of the pads. Make casts at 
an angle just to the edge of the pads. Let 
the lure sink to the level you want to fish 
and retrieve. Try every depth until you 


hit fish. 


Another excellent way to fish lily pad 


beds is to anchor right at the edge of the 
pads and cast fore and aft right along 
ths edge, but do this after you've tried 
the edges from a distance. After you've 
worked the entire lake side of the pads, 
find an opening and move inside and 
work them again. On most lily pad beds, 
the inside edge is three to five feet deep. 
The lake or outer edge, will be six to 10 
feet, rarely more. 


7. It's a bright, sunny, warm day. You 


should be able to use any lure you uant, 
any color, what do jou start with? 


Always, no matter where you are, be- 


gin with the lure you have the most con- 
fidence in. I always begin with a slip- 
sinker plastic worm. If that doesn't pro- 
duce, my next choice is a single spinner 
— Raider or Bass Buster — fished bare 
first, then with a pigtail. If there is still 
noting, I go to a Dollflsh Rattler, ex- 
perimenting with several sizes and col- 
ors. 


I'm just begining to get the hand of the 


new "alphabet" or "fat" lures, so that's 
my next choice. If that doesn't work, I go 
Spoonplugging, following the proved rou- 
tine of changing depths, size and color. 


If Spoonplugging doesn't work, I go to 


the nearest boathouse, pick up a sixpack, 
in returnable bottles, and two dozen 
night crawlers and a box of redworms. 


If the redworms and night crawlers 


don't produce, I drink the sixpack and 
watch the sun set.

Just dogs

Fireworks-no inn for dogs 


The sound of fireworks exploding on 


the Fourth of July may dellRht young- 
sters, but they can cause the family pet 
to howl In pain. 


Dogs trained In the field for hunting 


arc used lo the sound of guiu being fired 
and aren't likely to be bothered by fire- 
worte, but the family dog might become 
terror-stricken when a firecracker ex- 
plodes nearby. A loud explosion can ac- 
tually cause pain because of the dog's 
sensitive hearing. 


Although In the state of Illinois fire- 


crackers, etc.. arc outlawed and not to 
be sold, there is always some Idiot in 
every neighborhood who brings them in 
from somewhere else and proceeds to 
have a bang up time at the expense of 
his neighbors and all the dogs In the 
area. 


Under such conditions, your dog Is bet- 


ter off In a closed room or basement to 
get him away from the sound. Above all, 
do not deliberately expose a dog to fire- 
works on the theory that he'll get used to 
the sound after hearing a few fire- 
crackers explode. Such treatment once a 
year is likely to make him a nervous 
wreck. If done to a puppy, It could 
make him fearful of nobcs for the rest of 
his life. 
Bicycles and dug*, don't mix— 


A youngster was recently observed rid- 


ing his bicycle with a dog In a carrying 
basket. Even though the basket was 
large, the dog was too, and It was all the 
boy could do to keep moving In a straight 
line and sec where lie was going. 


Parents should be reminded to tell 


their children that old Slugger should not 
be hauled around on a bicycle. If he be- 
comes excited he may fall or jump and 
become entangled In the spokes, or, 
worse yet, fall Into the path of an au- 
tomobile or another bicycle.

Foods do not contain insulin 


I wonder If you could give me sonic 


Infortnnllnn on illnlictcv I nni n dlubcllc 
and am trying in find foods thai contain 
Insulin, such as artichokes and imrct- 
breads. Could you l:clp me or tell me 
where to write for lite Information? 


I don't know where you got tlic idea, 


but you might ns well forget nbout it. 
Insulin is a complex protein. That means 
it is formed by hooking together over SO 
nmlno acids. All proteins nre formed by 
hooking together various combinations of 
amuio acids, just as words arc formed 
by hooking together letters in the alpha- 
bet. 


The rub is that your digestive system 


is designed to break down protciiu Into 
the original building blocks of urn inn 
acids. Just as the protein In milk, beef, 
fish, eggs and other foods Is broken 
down, so arc any protein medicines you 
swallow. 


The acid pepsin juice in the stomach 


starts the process. The rest is accom- 
plished In the small Intestine as a result 
of enzymes from the pancreas and in- 
testinal wall. What gets through the in- 
testinal wall into the body then is just the 
building blocks and these arc all the 
same whether they come from meat, 
milk, wheat or other sources. This is just 
like breaking down a lot of words. The 
letter "a" b the same "a" whether it 
comes from one word or another word. 


So. insulin has to be given by injection. 


This way the protein avoids being broken 
down by digestion into its common build- 
Ing blocks. The Insulin can then be active 
in the body. Digested insulin Is just n 
collection of disconnected ami no acids 


and has no effect on diabetes or the 
blood sugar.

Is there any truth In a diet like 
that, and wouldn't you get some other 
(llscnsc drinking raw milk? Would like 
your opinion on this diet as I do have 
troiilile with arthritis and my htsband 
has trouble with his arteries. I just won- 
dered by eating nil fresh food and raw 
milk whether It really would Improve 
your arteries. 


In a word "ghastly." Raw milk went 


out with the dark ages. Happily we do 
have pasteurized milk and in most places 
it is required. As a result our children 
arc not exposed to many diseases that 
are milk borne. 


Widespread areas of the Midwest once 


had cattle with brucellosis, a disease 
they then transmitted to humans who 
drank the raw, infected milk. That is 
only one disease that milk can carry. 
Milk is good food, even for growing 
germs. You don't need to tell me any- 
thing else about that diet. If it is as far 
off tin- truth as the bit about raw milk 
indicates, it is probably a public health 
menace. Throw it away and save your- 
sell the doctor bills it could cause you.

The search for mental health 
Child's behavior may be 
clue to family problems 


(This column Is presented by Forest

treatment, research, education and com- 
munity service.) 


Johnny's having trouble In school. He 


always got good grades and usually got 
along pretty well with Ills classmates and 
teachers. But his grades arc off and he's 
become a trouble maker. His teacher 
recommends professional help for John- 
ny to find out why he's changed. 


The professional therapist is presented 


with Johnny, who seems troubled and 
troublesome. He decides to take a look at 
the whole family, only to find out that 
Johnny is the personification of a larger 
problem that's right within tho family 
group. Johnny is merely the symptom 
carrier. The whole family is In-need of 
therapy and a family therapist Is called 
in to treat the problem. 


"The family therapist sees the difficul- 


ty as arising out of what goes on between 
people in an interpersonal situation," 
said Dr. Karl Willrlch, director of Fami- 
ly Therapy Services at Forest Hospital. 
"Family therapy," he said, "is a specific 
form of group psychotherapy. It involves 
more than one member of the family. 
The people get together to discuss prob- 
lems in living which express themselves 
in the form of difficulties that a person 
experiences and that other people experi- 
ence with that person. These are the 
people who live together and work to- 
gether, not necessarily people under one 
roof, but people who interact with one 
another and all happen to be members of 
a family. 


"THERE'S TIIK nuclear family con- 


sisting of two adults and their minor chil- 
dren. Then there's the extended family, 
which could include the parents of cither 
spouse, aunts, uncles, very close friends 
or anyone called on for advice on Impor- 
tant decisions or to share In assisting a 
family economically or otherwise — any- 
one important to the whole family and 
therefore important to each individual 
member. A therapist working with the 
family increasingly recognizes the sig- 
nificance of members of the extended 
family," Wlllrich said. 


He sees families as outpatients one 


hour a week on a once-a-weck basis. The 
members are not seen separately, but as 
a group. He's been a family therapist al- 
most since the beginning of family thera- 
py, which has been a recognized form of 
group therapy since the early 19.">Qs. 


"People have an increasing awareness 


today," said Willrlch. "They're begin- 
ning to look more aj. themselves, not jibt 
us the one person in the family that niny 
demonstrate trouble. On the other hand, 
an individual may say, 'It isn't just my 
difficulty. I feel the kinds of things I do 
and experience are influenced by the 
things others do or don't do. And my 
being in this group Is very much related 
to what others do. What I do affects 
them.' People arc recognizing that 
there's a reciprocity in interaction and 
interrelation." 


There are many changes taking place 


in family situations which arc making 
families more nuclear and less extended. 
"There's an increase in family mobil- 
ity," said Willrich. "People are on tho 
move socially, economically and geogra- 
phically. Families move to advance 
themselves economically, to get ahead in 
their jobs, and the older members of 
families, the grandparents, arc moving 
to retirement communities. Now these 
nuclear families have to rely on them- 
selves alone and this is at times causing 
an increase in emotional problems," said

. "THE INCREASE in the divorce rate 
has created an increase in the remar- 
riage rate. This is increasing the number 
of new families of the his, her and their 
children variety. The different value sys- 
tems of the two families begin to merge 
and this may cause emotional problems. 


"Also, there's an increase in the num- 


ber of working mothers. There are a 
number of child care centers and day 
care facilities taking over the function of 
the working mother. The vulnerable fam- 
ily is the one that Is not able to find ways 
of coping with various resulting pres- 
sures as they come along. This is the 
family who sooner or later, through one 
member or another, may show some 
problems in living and will come to the 
attention of a therapist. A skilled and 
q u a l i f i e d therapist will help them 
adiievc balances where there were none 
before or which were increasingly break- 
ing down. 


"A family can recognize they need 


help," said Willrlch, "by 
becoming 


aware that things are troubled or have 
changed for the worse In everyday liv- 
ing. At that point they have to take a 
closer look at themselves, where they 
are compared to where they were and 
where they want to be. If they find things 
very much wanting, they should seek 
help."

Paramedic plan in danger 
due to fund shortage: chief 


Fire Chief Wayne Winter of Buffnlo 


Grove Tuesday said Ihe department's 
paramedic program will be put In jeop- 
ardy unless additional revenue Is raised. 


In an attempt to raise additional mon- 


ey, the department will attempt to collect 
payment from residents for ambulance 
calls. In the past, he said, the depart- 
ment has billed residents £10 for the ser- 
vice, but hns never actively attempted to 
collect the fee. 


Winter said Ilili week he will send 


"past due notices" to residents who have 


not submitted payment. He estimates 
that if every bill Is paid this year 
for ambulance calls, the department 
would receive an additional $14,000 in 
revenue. 


"We have to make the people realize 


thiit they just nrc not going to gut this 
service unless they pay," lie said. "It 
just can't be done. 


"We used to treat it as a donation," 


Winter said. "But with the Increase In 
operating costs we can no longer treat it 
as such." 


Cement strike delays 
street-repair program 


Buffalo 
Grove's strect-lmpro\cment 


program probably will be dcla>ed until 
September ami may not be completed 
this year because of the current strike by 
cement and material truckdrivcrs, said 
Public Works Director Charles McCoy. 


The SlbO.OOU program was scheduled to 


begin by (lie end of the month and be 
completed In August. The work, \\hlch 
will be paid for with motor fuel tax 
funds, will consl.it of replacing curbs and 
gutters, cleaning sewer catch basins 
scaling cracks in pavements and rcMii- 
facing some streets. 


McCoy on Tuesday said the work will 


be delayed at least a month and may be 
longer because of the strike. "Even if the 
strike ends now it will take a while for 
the Ullage to get the materials it needs 
to do the work." he said. "It will take the 
material suppliers between two and four 
weeks to build up Ihclr stockpiles to (lie 
point where they will have enough to sell 
to the village "•' 


If the strike continues for a consid- 


erable time. McCoy said. It may be too 
laic to get any work done this year. 


TIIK STKKKT and curb repairs were 


scheduled for last summer, but were 
postponed, pending the completion of an 
engineering study. According to officials, 
repairs In some areas of the village arc 
lung overdue. 


The village hoard Monday night ap- 


proved the final $75,000 expenditure for 
the repairs. 


Under the program, about 15 per cent 


of the village's 53 miles of streets will be 
resurfaced. The streets lie approximately 
.south of Buffalo Creek, north of Golfview 
Terrace, between Raupp Boulevard and 
Buffalo Grove Road. 


The streets arc 15 years old and need 


resurfacing because of cracks, surface 
line settling and rippling. According to 
McCoy, after the resurfacing Is done the 
streets should not need major repairs for 
live to seven years. 


In addition to the resurfacing, a num- 


ber of streets will be sealed. These 
streets, McCoy said, arc not severely 
damaged and do not need resurfacing. 
The scaling will keep moisture from 
seeping in and prevent base failures, he 
said. 


TIIH SEALING is expected to increase 


the life of the pavement by three to five 
years, McCoy added. 


Streets that will be scaled include 


While Pine Road, Elmwood Drive, Haw- 
thorne Road. Evergreen Place. Syca- 
more Road, Thornwood Drive. Roberta 
Court. Frances Court, Poplar Court, Red 
Oak Court and Marylu Lane. 


Before the street resurfacing starts, 


curbs and gutters will be replaced where 
necessary. At the same time, W2 sewer 
catch basins will l>c cleaned. The work 
will consist of removing silt and other 
debris which will Improve the flow of 
storm water through the sewers. 


He said the only way residents will 


prevent an ambulance tax is by paying 
for the ambulance calls. "A possible am- 
bulance tax is still in the talking stage," 
he said. "But If the billing docs not pick 
up and we don't start getting some more 
money, on ambulance tax will get way 
beyond the talking stage." 


IF IT BECOMES necessary to initiate 


an ambulance tax, he said, it probably 
will be levied at 10 cents to 15 cents per 
$100 assessed valuation. At that rate, a 
resident with a home assessed at $10,000 
would pay from $10 to $15 for ambulance 
service. 


"People just don't realize that the 


money they now pay to the fire depart- 
ment in taxes is not used for the para- 
medic program. The program must be 
paid for with donations or with money 
collected through billing individuals for 
ambulance runs. 


A state law prohibits departments 


from spending fire protection tax money 
for ambulance service. 


At present. Winter said about one-third 


of the residents who arc billed for ambu- 
lance calls submit payment. Although 
residents arc billed $30 for each call. 
Winter said the cost to the fire depart- 
ment is about $(iO. If the village had a 
full-time paid department, he said the

If you're thirsty, then vou ought lu 


know that the price of beer's Increasing 
wherever you go. 


That's right, next week when you |wp 


the top on a can In front of the television 
or sit down to enjoy the chatter at the 
neighborhood tap, a beer Is going to cost 
about 10 per cent more than It does now. 


Breweries, distributors, taverns and 


package stores have been caught In the 
upward price spiral. The result is, effec- 
tive next week, a case of premium beer 
Is going up In price by 50 cents. 


"There's nothing that can be done 


about It. It's hard to say where It will 
stop. We're just getting hit with every- 
thing," snld Tom Kappclc, owner of 
Quad County Distributors, Geneva, who 
handles Stroll's beer. 


DAN SICKIIKUT, division manager for 


Harvey Distributing Co., said the whole- 
salers were being "encouraged" by the 
brewers to raise their prices. 


Slckbcrt, whose firm handles Schlllz, 


said the price hike Is directly related to 
increased costs for raw materials. 


"Grain, cans, bottles and paper arc all 


up In price. Cans alone arc up more than 
23 per cent," he said. 


Kappclc said his price to the dealers is 


now about $4.60 for a case of cans. When 
the jump cornea within the next week or 
two the cose will cost about $3.10, he 
said. 


C. S. AUUIERT Distributing Co., Ar- 


lington Heights, Mid a case of Budwolser 


soon will cost the store about $5. A 
spokesman with the company said the 
letter to the dealers and the accom- 
panying Increase have not been finalized. 


The Aulbcrt spokesman and these for 


other brands said the new prices should 
be going Into effect early next week. 


AKTIIUIt (DOFlBIBt DOBKIN. of Pal- 


atine's Worldwide Liquors, said he ex- 
pects coses of premium beer to retail for 
about $6.50 and six-packs from $1.69 "on 
up." 


Dobkin said he saw the new higher 


prices as just another of the long list of 
items that arc getting more costly. 


He said the retailer and distributor all 


have to make a profit and " . . . there's 
just no control over price." He said when 
the breweries arc faced with increased 
costs and distributors have to fuel their 
trucks with gasoline almost twice as ex- 
pensive as It was a year ago, beer has to 
rise proportionately. 


Ron Sigclnik, manager of the Mount 


Prospect Gold Eagle liquor store, Is also 
upplng his prices about 15 cents a six 
pack and 60 cents for a case. 


THE BOYS AT the corner tap are go- 


Ing to find It more expensive to get a tall 
cool one. Bartenders will have to pay 
about $25 for a half-barrel (15 gallons) 
after next week. The old price was $21. 


This translates to about a dime to 15 


cents more for a 12-ouncc glass of draft 
at a bar. 


Distributors, bartenders and liquor 


shop keepers generally said they did not 
expect the increased price to seriously 
affect the consumption. However some 
conceded that it may take a week or two 
for the customers to become adjusted to 
the new price. • 


There is not much one can do to stave 


off the Increase bv stccklnu up now, re- 
ported Dobkin, of Worldwide. "It's diffi- 
cult for us to get enough beer now. 
There's a shortage of paper and metal. 
Budweiscr's been rationing us for weeks 
now," he said. 


Dobkin said there will nlway be spe- 


cials. "Right now we've got a local 
brand at 89 cents a six-pack. That's pret- 
ty good in anybody's book."

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Cut in state aid 
to hamper growth 
of Spanish course

A $33.000 cut in state old for bilingual 


Instruction will prevent Wheeling-Buffalo 
Grove School Dist. 21 from expanding iU 
program for Spanish-speaking youngsters 
next year. 


The reduction in local funds can be 


traced to passage of a new law that re- 
quires all Illinois school districts with at 
least 20 children who have "limited Eng- 
Ibh-spcnklng ability" attending uny one 
school to provide bilingual Instruction by 
1976. 


Although state monies for bilingual In- 


struction were Increased tills year by 
over S-iOO.OOO, the state superintendent's 
office Is cutting aid to many districts 
such as Dlst. 21 who have existing pro- 
gram to allocate money for new pro- 
grams. 


TIIK Olltt;iN,\l, proposal for next 


year included a request for $127.000 to 
employ nine bilingual teachers and six 
tencltcr's aides to work with Spanish- 
speaking youngsters In the 17 schools In 
the district, which also serves portions of 
Arlington Heights and Mount Prospect. 


That proposal was turned down by the 


state superintendent's office, which has 
grunted $84,700 to Dlst. 21. The reduction 
in funds means that the district will be 
able to employ only six bilingual teach- 
ers and four teacher aides. Besides the 
state monies, Dist. 21 is adding $33,000 of 
its own to support the program. 


In effect, the district will hate less

One of the main purposes of the Dlst. 21 
program has been to help children learn 
about and appreciate their heritage. Also, 
the state is requiring that Spanish-speak- 
ing students be scgrctatcd from the other 
children about half of each school day 
for bilingual instruction. 


MISS BKV said cultural education will 


remain a part of the Dlst. 21 program 
and she will resist separating Spanish- 
speaking students to teach them to 
speak, read and write both languages. 


According to Miss Bcu, the state direc- 


tives could be damaging to the image 
Spanish-speaking students have of them- 
selves. 


"We feel very strongly that the most 


Important thing is to give youngsters a 
very positive self-concept. Until they 
have that, they just will not learn," she 
said. "We don't feel it will give bilingual 
children a positive sol/concept to segre- 
gate them, so just as frequently as hu- 
manly possible, they will be intcgralcd 
with the rest of their classmates," 


In the bilingual program, instruction in 


the bilingual classes is planned to paral- 
lel what the children arc learning in 
their English classes. For example, first 
graders learn numbers, colon), the alpha- 
bet and days of the week in English in 
their regular classes and in Spanish in the 
bilingual class. 


Students who need special help also

Osmon said ho would like to sec the 


village undertake a "more ambitious" 
remodeling and expansion program in 
the future. Ho suggested an addition to 
the municipal building. 


Village Mgr. Daniel Larson said ho 


does not anticipate a major addition, 
such as Osmon has suggested will be 
necessary for at least five to seven ycrs.

Wheeling employes ask suit 
on zoning payoff damages

Wheeling employes want the village to 


file damage suits against developers who 
were shaken down in the zoning scandal 
involving six former officials. 


August Lockcfecr, chairman of the em- 


ploye wage and salary committee, noted 
that the Village of Hoffman Estates may 
get a green belt of parkland, $250,000 of 
improvements to Poplar Creek and a 
$100,000 donation in settlement of a pro- 
posed suit, against a developer that 
bribed local officials. 


Lockcfecr said such a suit could pro- 


vide Wheeling with needed revenue. 


THE HOFFMAN ESTATES settlement 


would call an end to a ttireatcned $10 
million suit against giant builder Kauf- 
man and Broad, Inc., for damage done to 
the community when the builder bribed 
former village officials for zoning favors. 


"If Hoffman Estates can do it, so can 


the village of Wheeling." Lockefcer said 
during a recess in salary negotiations 
witli the village board. "And since we 
urc in such dire straits, I think it is a 
perfect source of Income." 


Such a suit, however, might be unsuc- 


cessful since the developers In the Wheel- 
ing case arc viewed as victims rather 
than participants in crimes. 


"They are not bribers," said U.S. Atty. 


Howard Stone, one of the prosecutors in 
the Wheeling case. "These people arc ex- 
tortion victims. They arc victims of the 
officials of the Village of Wheeling." 


IN THE HOFFMAN Estates case, 


Kaufman and Broad pleaded no contest 
lo charges of bribery and was convicted.

cost would be higher. 


'.'They (residents) can't even get this 


service (paramedic) anywhere else, and 
if they could get it from a private ambu- 
lance service it would cost them three 
times as much," Winter said. 


IN ABOUT A MONTH, Winter said, the 


department will require residents to sign 
a form agreeing to pay for the cost of 
transporting a patient to a hospital. He 
said the department will ask the rela- 
tive!! of the sick or injured person to sign 
the form before removing the patient. 


"Obviously, we're not going to refuse 


to transport someone if there is no one 
there to sign, but if there is we'll ask for 
their signature," Winter said. 


In most cases,- Winter said, residents 


have insurance that will pay for ambu- 
lance calls. Thus, there is no reason why 
the fire department should not be paid, 
he said. 


The main reason the department is in 


need of more revenue, he said, is be- 
cause it will soon be necessary to update 
and replace much of the paramedic 
equipment. "Last time the state and fed- 
eral government paid for half of the 
equipment and ambulance, but that 
won't happen again," Winter said. 


In the past, the department has paid 


most of its paramedic expenses through 
dances, bingo games, private donations 
and other fund-raising events. According 
to Winter, the department has gotten too 
big and Its needs arc too vast to continue 
to operate solely on that revenue. 


ed immunity and only the officials 
charged with extorting money and goods 
from the developers were convicted. 


Six former and present Wheeling and 


Cook County officials were indicted Jan. 
31 after a year-long federal probe into 
shakedowns of Wheeling developers. 
Four of the six have pleaded guilty, and 
three have been sentenced to prison 
terms. 


Stone said that although the developers 


were granted immunity from further 
prosecution in the case, he did not tliink 
this immunity extended to civil suits. He 
said, however, he would have to review 
all of the immunity papers to be sure 
that civil protection was not also grant- 
ed. 


Lockefcer suggested the suit was a 


way for the village to get increased reve- 
nue to meet employes' demands for a 
14.3 per cent cost of living salary in- 
crease. The village board is maintaining 
that only a six per cent increase can be 
granted without decreasing the size of 
the village staff or reducing the work 
week to four days. 


IN ADDITION to possible revenue gen- 


erated by the suit, the employes sug- 
gested some major changes in the pre- 
liminary budget which would also enable 
the village to meet the employes' 14.3 
per cent demand. 


For example, the employes recom- 


mended eliminating a $25,000 proposed 
expenditure for the improvement of Pine 
Street, an unpavcd road along private 
property. "Eliminate this expenditure as 
the taxpayers of the village should not 
have to improve a street along private 


property," the committee stated in its re- 
port. "An assessment should be levied to 
improve Pine street." 


The Herald earlier reported that the 


property along Pine street is owned by a 
secret land trust whose beneficiaries in- 
clude members of the family of Roman 
Domas, zoning board member. 


The committee also suggested that the 


village eliminate part of the village bus 
service by getting rid of the larger bus. 
"The shuttle bus has proved to be benefi- 
cial. However, in order to reduce ex- 
penses, the village should consider elimi- 
nation of the larger bus," the committee 
said. 


The bus service lost nearly $30,000 last 


year, and the village expects to lose 
more money on the operation this year. 
It is partially financed with federal reve- 
nue sharing funds. 


THE COMMITTEE further suggested 


that the village eliminate consulting ser- 
vice fees from the budget, and if neces- 
sary bill developers for consulting work 
done on their projects. 


Likewise, they suggested that money 


for Omni-House: Youth Services Bureau 
come from federal revenue sharing 
funds. They also called for the elimina- 
tion of seasonal help in the public works 
department, with the village using sum- 
mer employes financed by the federal 
'government. 


The village board asked that a repre- 


sentative of the wage and salary com- 
mittee meet with Passolt to discuss their 
recommendations. Committee represen- 
tatives were also invited to attend budget 
hearings scheduled for Monday. 


Wheeling 
traffic 


accidents, crime 
rate on increase 


The number of traffic accidents in 


Wheeling continued to be on the upswing 
in May and the number is Increasing 
more rapidly than it was through April. 


A total of 351 accidents were reported 


through May 31. This was a 17 per cent 
increase over the 301 accidents reported 
in the same period last year. At the end 
of April, the 270 accidents were only 12 
per cent ahead of the previous year. 


In those 351 accidents, three persons 


were killed and 90 were injured. Last 
year's comparable figures snowed none 
killed and 79 Injured. The injury figures 
alone are up 14 per cent. A total of 282 
accidents including many of those in- 
volving injuries, involved property dam- 
age. This is a 15 per cent increase over 
last year. 


CRIME CONTINUED to be on the in- 


crease through May in all but two major 
categories — murder and theft over $150. 
Through the first five months of both 
years there have been no murders. The 
theft figure is down 39 per cent to 62 
cases but much of that is due to a 
change In the classification this year. 
The breakdown in thefts used to be at $50 
but was raised in January to $150, mean- 
ing that many thefts classified in the 
"over" category last year would be in 
the "under" category this year. 


Through May 31 of this year, there has 


been one rape, six robberies, nine aggra- 
vated batteries and 72 burglaries in 
Wheeling, the comparable 1973 figures 
showed no rapes or robberies, eight ag- 
gravated assaults and 31 burglaries. 


The burglary increase alone is 132 per 


cent, making it one of the areas of great- 
est crime increase. Of the 14 confirmed 
burglaries that occurred in May, police 
report none as solved in the May crime 
report, which was issued by the police 
department this week. 


In other categories, thefts under $150 


were up 144 per cent to 190 cases (again 
with the reclasslfication Inflating the fig- 
six to 11 and disorderly conduct cases 
urcs somewhat), auto thefts went from 
stood at 204 cases of a 50 per cent In- 
crease. 


Drunkenness . stayed even at seven 


cases as did sex offences at eight. There 
was one more weapons violation, making 


a total of two. 


ANOTHER SECTION of the police re- 


port showed that 45 per cent fewer traf- 
fic tickets have been written this year by 
Wheeling policemen. 


The 269 speeding tickets written was a 


decrease of 61 per cent from last year's 
685 tickets. Only 17 stop sign violations 
and 43 traffic signal violations were re- 
ported ticketed this year. The decrease 
was about 25 per cent in each case. 


Policemen have written 180 per cent 


more improper turn tickets, however. 
The improper turn violations are up from 
25 to 70. 


In other areas, so far this year police 


have written 705 tickets for illegal park- 
ing, 36 for driving while intoxicated, 10 
for reckless driving and 35 for Improper 
passing. All were slight increases over 
last year.

Presbyterian Church submits proposal 


Day care center to locate in Elk Grove?

Elk Grove Township's planned day 


care center could be located In Elk 
Grovo Village. 


The Rev. Henry Warkcntln of Elk 


Grovo United Presbyterian Church, 600 
E. Elk Blvd.. has submitted a tentative 
proposal for locating the facility there, to 
Center Administrator Dora Fowler. 


According to the proposal, the day care 


center would operate In the church from 
September through December, and be 
charged only for expenses. After that, 
there would only be a slight rent charge. 


THE PASTOR ALSO WILL lend the 


center some of the church's small tables 
and chain. This will cut down on the 
center's equipment costs, Mrs. Fowler 
said In a report to the township board of 
auditors Monday. 


Rev. Warkcntln said Tuesday the pro- 


posal ho made to Mrs. Fowler was only 
his suggestion and had not been cleared 
by tho church board. 


It also will benefit the church to have 


Its facilities used during the week, said 
George B. Fowler who Is working with 
his wife on the plans for the center. Also, 
the church Is located near the Elk Grove 
Village industrial park, which will bene- 
fit mothers working In the area, he said. 


THE CHURCH SITE was one of three 


considered by a citizens' advisory com- 
mittee for the center Monday. The com- 
mittee decided against locating the cen- 
ter In the South Community Baptist 
Church In Mount Prospect because there 
are many others nearby, and United Air 
Lines withdrew its offer of space. 


Township officials are expected to look 


at the church site July 13. If that site is 
chosen, the Rev. Warkcntln will contact 
the Illinois Department of Children and 
Family Services, which will in turn con- 
tact the fire marshal to Inspect the build- 
Ing for safety. Mrs. Fowler said there 
should be no trouble with the church 
meeting fire codes because it is fairly 
new. 


A not-for-profit corporation will direct 


the center, and by-laws for this corpo- 
ration will be finished by Friday, Town- 
ship Supervisor Richard M. Hall said. 


THE TOWNSHIP has budgeted $30,000 


in federal revenue-sharing funds to subsi- 
dize fees for children of low-income fami- 
lies attending the center. The township is 
prevented from directly giving money to 
the center by a state law, which the 
township Is contesting in court. In the 
mean time, state law permits the town- 
ship to subsidize fees at a day care cen- 
ter run by a not-for-profit corporation. 


Township auditors will be the in- 


corporators, Hall said, but a citizens' 
committee will direct it and will work 
with Mrs. Fowler.

Kappelc said his price to the dealers is

Furnace heat 
exchanger 
ivord delayed 


A report that Elk Grove Village offi- 


cials hoped would shed new light on the 
problem of furnace heat exchanger fail- 
ures In the village has been delayed one 
week. 


The report, which Includes a chemical 


analysis of heat exchangers that have 
corroded, was hoped to be completed this 
week, said Thomas Rettenbacher, village 
building director. The report is being 
prepared by Marvin Salzenstein, engi- 
neer for the Polytechnic Institute In Chi- 
cago. Salzenstein reported to village offi- 
cials that the report would now come in 
next week. 


Village inspectors have made 82 in- 


spections of furnaces in the village since 
The Herald disclosed June IB that 1,700 
or more homes in the village may have 
furnaces with defective heat exchangers 
which may be leaking deadly fumes into 
homes. 


RETTENBACHER said that of the 82 


Inspections made, only 20 or 24.3 per cent, 
have heat exchangers In good working 
order. Fifty-one or 62.1 per cent of fur- 
nace heat exchangers were termed 
"doubtful," pending examination by 
heating contractors. 


Eleven or 13.4 per cent of the heat ex- 


changers inspected by the building de- 
partment definitely had faulty units, ac- 
cording to Rettenbacher. 


More than 175 village residents hnvo 


called the village for free furnace in- 
spections, booking inspectors past the 
middle of the month. 


At least 150 furnaces with faulty heat 


exchangers have been repaired by local 
heating contractors, in addition to those 
serviced by other companies who havo 
not supplied figures to the village. 


VILLAGE OFFICIALS are hoping the 


report by Salzenstein will help determine 
who or what is responsible for the largo 
amount of heat exchanger failures. Tho 
failures have been primarily limited to 
four models manufactured by the John- 
son Corp. of Bellevue, Ohio, model num- 
bers WAS-105, WAS-130, WTS-100 and 
WTS-125. 


The majority of failures have come in 


homes in an area bounded by Salt Creek 
on the east, Kcswlck Road on the north, 
Devon Avenue on the south and the west- 
ern edge of the village.

THE CHURCH SITE was one of three 


considered by a citizens' advisory com- 
mittee for the center Monday. The com* 
mittec decided against locating the cen- 
ter in the South Community Baptist 
Church in Mount Prospect because there 
are many others nearby, and United Air 
Lines withdrew its offer of space. 


Township officials arc expected to look 


at the church site July 13. If that site is 
chosen, the Rev. Warkcntln will contact 
the Illinois Department of Children and 
Family Services, which will in turn con- 
tact the fire marshal to inspect the build- 
ing for safety. Mrs. Fowler said there 
should be no trouble with tile church 
meeting fire codes because it is fairly 
new. 


A not-for-profit corporation will direct

Furnace heat 
exchanger 
ivord delayed 


A report that Elk Grove Village olfi- 


cials Itopcd would shed new light on the 
problem of furnace heat exchanger fail- 
ures in the village has been delayed one 
week. 


The report, which includes a chemical 


analysis of heat exchangers that have 
corroded, was hoped to be completed this 
week, said Thomas Rcttcnbachcr, village 
building director. The report is being 
prepared by Marvin Salzcnstcin, engi- 
neer for the Polytechnic Institute in Chi- 
cago. Salzensleln reported to village offi- 
cials that the report would now come in 
next week. 


Village inspectors have made 111! in- 


spections of furnaces in the village since 
The Herald disclosed June 18 that 1,700 
or more homes In the village may have 
furnaces with defective heat exchangers 
which may be leaking deadly fumes Into 
homes. 


HETTENBACHKK said that of the «2 


Inspections made, only 20 or 2-1.:i por cent 
have heat exchangers in good working 
order. Fifty-one or U2.1 per cent of fur- 
nace heat exchangers were termed 
"doubtful," 
pending examination by 


heating contractors. 


Eleven or 13.4 per cent of the heat ex- 


changers inspected by the building de- 
partment definitely had faulty units, ac- 
cording to Rcttcnbachcr. 


More than 17.1 village residents liavo 


called the village for free furnace in- 
spections, booking inspectors past tiie 
middle of the month. 


At least ISO furnaces with faulty heut 


exchangers have been repaired by local 
heating contractors, in addition to those 
serviced by other companies who liavo 
not supplied figures to the village. 


VILLAGE OFFICIALS are hoping the 


report by Salzcnstcin will help determine 
who or what is responsible for the largo 
amount of heat exchanger failures. The 
failures have been primarily limited to 
four models manufactured by the John- 
son Corp. of Bcllcvuc, Ohio, model num- 
bers WAS-103, WAS-130, WTS-IOO and 
WTS-I25.

about It. It's hard to say where It will 
stop. We're just getting hit with every- 
thing." said Tom Kappclc, owner of 
Quad County Distributors, Geneva, who 
handles Stroh's beer. 


DAN SICKIIEItT. division manager for 


Harvey Distributing Co., said the whole- 
salers were being "encouraged" by the 
brewers to raise their prices. 


Slckbcrt, whose firm handles Schlitz, 


said the price hike Is directly related to 
increased costs for raw materials. 


"Grain, cans, bottles and paper arc all 


up In price. Cans alone arc up more than 
25 per cent," he said. 


Kappclc said his price to the dealers Ls 


now about $4.60 for n case of cons. When 
the jump comes within the next week or 
two the case will cost about $3.10, he 
said.

I'm not going to lis- 
ten to it,' " she said. 


BOARD MEMBER Margaret Pageler 


said the teacher didn't need to be 
"street-wise" since the teacher's purpose 
under the current program is to help the 
student make a better decision con- 
cerning "substance use," including alco- 
hol and cigarets. 


McGraw said this approach will turn off 


.students the program should reach. If a 
person can relate to a kid, the kid might 
come to him more. It helps to know a 
little street talk, even without knowing 
what it means. It can relax the situ- 
ation," he said. 


One of the counselors present pointed 


to the Local Dope Sheet as a way he has 
kept up with the latest terms. The dope 
sheet is put out about once a month by 
trm Schaumburg Township Committee on 
Youth and the Village of Hoffman Es- 
tates. It lists the drugs being sold on the 


s t r e e t with their description, the 
analyzed content, whenever possible, and 
harmful side effects. 


Youth workers also expressed concern 


about physical education teachers teach- 
ing the drug curriculum. Joseph Rinclla, 
Hoffman Estates juvenile officer, said 
the "jocks" and the "freaks" are on op- 
posite sides of the fence. To have the 
"head jock," or the one who CDitomi?^ 
physical education in the school, teach 
about drugs will turn off the "freaks," 
(those who use drugs), he said. 


Junior high school administrators will 


look into having guidance counselors and 
nurses teach the material next year to 
help correct that problem. 


BOARD MEMBER Arlene Czajkowski 


asked if the program should be started 
at a younger grade level than the current 
fourth grade to help prevent students 
from trying drugs. 


William Shatkus, Dooley School princi- 


pal and chairman of the curriculum com- 
mittee, said the current program starts 
teaching attitudes toward the misuse of 
drugs and other substances at the kinder- 
garten level. The technical terms are 
brought into the curriculum in the fourth 
grade. 


Larry Walker, Schaumbure Town-shin 


youth director, also requested that wor- 
kers such as himself be included in the 
evaluation of drug materials to help keep 
them updated. He stressed again the im- 
portance of teachers keeping up with the 
latest talk and literature available, mate- 
rial he receives regularly, he said. 


TWO.PROGRAMS to get parent in- 


volvement in the drug problem also were 
discussed. 


Mrs. Reid suggested that the PTA 


sponsor coffees where people who work 
with drug users daily could discuss the 
problem with parents. 


A program to get parents to clean out 


their medicine cabinets also will be held 
next fail. Mrs. Jan Milella, PTA Health 
and Safety Chairman at Dooley School, 
announced the area program will be held 


' Oct. 1-6 in connection with National 


Pharmacy Week. 


Shatkus also outlined a program for all 


junior high teachers to be held Sept. 18, 
It will feature a consultant in drug edu- 
cation and a panel discussion to educate 
the teachers about drugs.

Tho Elk Grove Township Board of Auditors approved budg- 


eting a total 942,020 in revenue-sharing funds for two mental 
health and two social service organizations. 


Township voters' approval Is required before the money 


can actually bo distributed, so a special township meeting 
will bo held Aug. 13 at 7:30 p.m. A township board meeting to 
discuss the budget amendments will follow. 


Two mental health organizations, Northwest Suburban Alco- 


hol-Drug prevention and Northwest Special Recreation Assn., 
each requested and received .approval for $15,000 from the 
board Monday night. 


Also, the Northwest Opportunity Center requested $7,020 


from the township. This money would pay for services of the 
center, used by township residents. Wheeling, Palatine and 
Harrington townships also have contributed to the center. 


The center offers housing, employment, financial and fami- 


ly counseling services and a Hcadstart program to low-in- 
come families. 


Tho auditors also approved budgeting $5,000 for services 


from llomemakcrs. An example of this service Is sending 
someone to cook for a person who lives alone and is disabled. 


Persons qualifying for general assistance also qualify for 


this service, Hall said.

Members of the township board of auditors have run into a

59 will use a different material to replace broken window and 
door glass.

replacing windows and door glass throughout district schools. 


The board decided to switch to the unbreakble material for 


the 1972-73 school year, then switched back to the breakable 
material for the past school year.

of buildings and grounds, said the material would start to pay 
for itself, since it lasts for a longer period of time than break- 
able window materials. 


The cost for the unbreakable material is $2.97 per square 


foot, compared to the low bid of $1.245 per square foot for the 
breakable window material.

If you're thirsty, then >ou ought to 


know that the price of beer's Increasing 
whcrctcryougo. 


That's right, next week when you pop 


the top on a can in front of the television 
or sit down to enjoy the chatter at the 
neighborhood tap, a beer is going to cost 
about 10 per cent more titan It does now. 


Breweries, distributors, taverns and 


package stores have been caught In the 
upward price spiral. The result Is, effec- 
tive next week, a case of premium beer 
is going up in price by 50 cents. 


"There's nothing that can bo done 


about It. It's hard to say where It will 
stop. We're just getting hit with every- 
thing." said Tom Kappclc. owner of 
Quad County Distributors, Geneva, who 
handles Stroll's beer. 


DAN SICKBKItT. division manager for 


Harvey Distributing Co., snld the whole- 
salers were being "encouraged" by the 
brewers to raise their prices. 


Sickbed, whose firm handles Schlltz, 


said the price hike Is directly related to 
increased costs for raw materials. 


"Grain, cans, bottles and paper arc all 


up In price. Cans alone arc up more than 
25 per cent," he said. 


Kappclc said his price to the dealers is 


now about $4.60 for a case of cans. When 
the jump comes within the next week or 
two the case will cost about $5.10, he 
said. 


C. S. AULUERT Distributing Co., Ar- 


lington Heights, said a case of Budwciscr

soon will cost the store about $5. A 
spokesman with the company said the 
letter to the dealers and the accom- 
panying Increase have not been finalized.

He said when 
the breweries arc faced with Increased 
costs and distributors have to fuel their 
trucks with gasoline almost twice as ex- 
pensive as it wns a year ago, beer has to 
rise proportionately. 


Ron Slgclnlk, manager of the Mount 


Prospect Gold Eagle liquor store, is also 
upping his prices about 15 cents a six 
pack and GO cents for a case. 


THE BOYS AT the corner tap arc go- 


Ing to find It more expensive to get a tall 
cool one. Bartenders will have to pay 
about $25 for a half-barrel (15 gallons) 
after next week. The old price was $21. 


This translates to about a dime to 15 


cents more for a 12-ouncc glass of draft 
at a bar. 


Distributors, bartenders and liquor 


shop keepers generally said they did not 
expect the increased price to seriously 
affect the consumption. However some 
conceded that It may take a week or two 
for the customers to become adjusted to 
the new price. 


There Is not much one can do to stave 


off the increase b;' stocking up now, re- 
ported Dobkin, of Worldwide. "It's diffi- 
cult for us to get enough beer now. 
There's a shortage of paper and metal. 
Budwciscr's been rationing us for weeks 
now," he sold. 


Dobkin said there will alway bo spe- 


cials. "Right now we've got a local 
brand at 89 cents a six-pack. That's pret- 
ty good In anybody's book."

Cost of living will go up 
again—by 50 cents a case

If you're thirsty, then you ought lo 


know that the price of beer's increasing 
wherever > ou go. 


That's right, next week when you pop 


the lop on a can in front of the television 
or sit down to enjoy the chatter at the 
neighborhood tap. a beer Is going to cost 
about to per cent more than It docs now. 


Breweries, distributors, taverns and 


package stores have been caught in the 
upward price spiral. The result is, effec- 
tive next week, a case of premium beer 
is going up In price by SO cents. 


"There's nothing that can be done 


about It. It's hard to say where it will 
stop. Wc'ro just getting hit with every- 
thing." said Tom Knppclc. owner of 
Quad County Distributors, Geneva, who 
handles Stroh's beer. 


DAN SICKHKRT. division manager for 


Harvey Distributing Co., said the whole- 
salers were being "encouraged" by the 
brewers to raise their prices. 


Sickbort, whose firm handles Schlltz, 


said the price hike is directly related tu 
Increased costs for raw materials. 


"Grain, cans, bottles and paper arc all 


up In price. Cans alone arc up more than 
25 per cent." he said. 


Kappcle said his price to the dealers is 


now about $4.60 for a case of cons. When 
the jump comes within the next week or 
two the case will cost about $3.10, he 
.said. 


C. S. AULfiERT Distributing Co., Ar- 


lington Heights, said a case of Budwclser 


soon will cost the store about $5. A 
spokesman with the company said the 
letter to Ihc dealers and the accom- 
panying increase have not been finalized. 


The Aulbcrt spokesman and those for 


other brands said the new prices should 
be going into effect early next week. 


AICTJIUK (DOBBID> DOBKIN, of Pal- 


atine's Worldwide Liquors, said he ex- 
pects cases of premium beer to retail for 
about $6.50 and six-pocks from SI.G9 "on 
up." 


Dobkln said he saw the new higher 


prices as just another of the long list of 
items that,are getting more costly. 


He sold the retailer and distributor all 


have to make a profit and " . . . there's 
just no control over price." He said when 
the breweries arc faced with increased 
costs and distributors have to fuel their 
trucks with gasoline almost twice as ex- 
pensive as It was a year ago, beer lias to 
rise proportionately. 


Ron Sigclnik, manager of the Mount 


Prospect Gold Eagle liquor store, is also 
tipping his prices about 15 cents a six 
pack and 60 cents for a case. 


THE BOYS AT tlio corner tap arc go- 


Ing to find it more expensive to get a tall 
cool one. Bartenders will have to pay 
about $25 for a half-barrel (15 gallons) 
after next week. The old price was $21. 


Tills translates to about a dime to 15 


cents more for a 12-ouncc glass of draft 
at a bar. 


Distributors, bartenders and liquor 


shop keepers generally said they did not 
expect tiic increased price to seriously 
affect the consumption. However some 
conceded that it may take a week or two 
for the customers to become adjusted to 
the new price. 


There is not much one can do to stave 


off the increase by stocking up now, re- 
ported Dobkin, of Worldwide. "It's diffi- 
cult for us to get enough beer now.

ItiUcrcst Boulevard will be reopened 


with a gravel surface within 10 to IS 
days, although Hoffman Estates Village 
Engineer John Hossnck warned Monday 
It will be more hazardous than before it 
was closed June lu. 


Jones Road, the second of three major 


access routes to the Highlands area of 
the village, will probably be closed at 
about the same time. 


The Hoffman Estates Village Board 


Monday ordered the Hillcrest reopening 
as soon as possible, in part because of 
the anticipated Jones Road closing. Hill- 
crest was blocked to vehicle traffic be- 
tween Roscllc and Pierce roads just two 
weeks previous because of the hazards of 
deep chuck holes and village board con- 
cern over municipal liability In the event 
of an accident. The village still will face 
that liability. 


PAVEMKXT HAS been partially rip- 


ped up on Hillcrest in preparation for tlic 
rcpaving that will be done as soon as 
materials are available. It has been de- 
layed thus far by the cement truckers 
strike which started May 13. 


"From a sheer safety standpoint, it Is 


much safer closed." Hossack said Tucs- 
dav. He noted an estimated I.CCO to 2.000 
autos per day normally use Hillcrest. 
turning on or off of Roicllc Road often at 
relatively high speeds. "They're not going 
to have the same kind of driving sta- 
bility" on stone as they found on con- 
crete, said llovsnck. 


He also noted gravel roads create a lot 


of dust, and any vehicle driving down 
Hillcrest will kick up a dust cloud. 


The guy behind won't be able to sec at

velopment, or to the Northwest Tollway, 
the most direct route Is westbound on 
Hasscll Road to Barrington Road and 
north to the tollway entrance, or south to 
other points in the area. 


Drivers bound for local points in any 


other direction could take Hasscll west- 
ward to Kensington, turn south and fol- 


pceled closing of it within a few weeks.

Youth services to be 
coordinated by new panel 


A coordinating council for Schaumburg 


Township y'uth services is being organ- 
ized by James Stcffctu, Cook County 
juvenile probation officer for the town- 
ship. 


Stcffcns aid that during his work in the 


township he saw dupllcaton of efforts and 
poor communications between the youth 
agencies in the township. Through the 
council, he said, he hopes to eliminate 
duplication by outlining the services that 
arc available and developing better com- 
munications between the agencies so the 
services may be used more effectively. 


Stcffcns has started to contact youth 


agencies about the council and intends to 
hold the first meeting this fall. He has 
received support for the council from 
Larry Walker. Schaumburg Township 
Committee on Youth director, and sev- 
eral schools. 


Two similar organlzatons were at- 


tempted in the post. Walker said they 
failed because they dealt with too large 
an area — the Northwest suburban area 
— and lacked organization. 


Stcffcns said he is restricting the geog- 


raphical area to Schaumburg Township 
to avoid the size problem. He also said 
the group will set goals and objectives at 
the first meeting. He intends for the 
group to pick specific problems related 
to youth needs and establish a coopera- 
tive program to solve them.

If you're thirsty, then you ought to 


know that the price of beer's increasing 
wherever you go. 


That's right, next week when you pop 


the top on a can In front of the television 
or sit down to enjoy the chatter at the 
neighborhood tap, a beer Is going to cost 
about 10 per cent more than it does now. 


Breweries, distributors, taverns and 


package stores have been caught In the 
upward price spiral. The result is, effec- 
tive next week, a case of premium beer 
is going up in price by SO cents. 


"There's nothing that can be done 


about It. It's hard to say where It will 
stop. We're just getting hit with every- 
thing," said Tom Kappclc, owner of 
Quad County Distributors, Geneva, who 
handles Stroh's beer. 


DAN SICKBEIIT. division manager fur 


Harvey Distributing Co., said the whole- 
salers were being "encouraged" by the 
brewers to raise thoir prices. 


Slckbcrt, whose firm handles Schlitz, 


said the price hike is directly related to 
increased costs for raw materials. 


"Grain, cans, bottles and paper are all 


up In price. Cans alone arc up more than 
25 per cent," he said. 


Kappclc said his price to the dealers is 


now about $4.60 for a case of cans. When 
tlic jump comes within the next weak or 
two the case will cost about $5.10, he 
said. 


C. S. AULBERT Distributing Co., Ar- 


lington Heights, said a case of Budweiser 
soon will cost the store about $5. A

rlso proportionately. 


Ron Slgclnlk, manager of the Mount 


Prospect Gold Eagle liquor store, is also 
upping his prices about 15 cents a six 
pack and 60 cents for a case. 


THE BOYS AT the corner tap arc go- 


Ing to find it more expensive to get a tall 
cool one. Bartenders will have to pay 
about $25 for a half-barrel (15 gallons) 
after next week. The old price was $21. 


This translates to about a dime to 15 


cents more for a 12-ounce glass of draft 
at a bar.

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Richard Hemlricks dissents 
Trustees vote to build 
library without referendum 


The Mount Prospect Village Board, af- 


ter a spirited discussion, voted last night 
to skip a referendum and issue bonds for 
a new public library at the site of the 
abandoned Central School in downtown 
Mount Prospect. 


The 4 to 1 decision was readied over 


the objection of Trustee Richard N. 
Hcndricks, "ho charged the matter was 
"being rammed through" the board. 


Hcndricks referred to the board's in- 


tention to bypass a referendum on the 
estimated 93.2 million project as "a good 
example of ramming something through, 
not taking It to the people. A subject of 
this magnitude should go to the people In 
the form of a referendum," he declared. 
tie added, "That a referendum was the 
original intent" in the board's earlier dis- 
cussion In executive session. 


Hcndricks was joined In his opposition 


by a resident Edward A. Otiplcssis, 307 
Wa-Polla Avc.. who referred to a new 
library as "a luxury" and "not a real 
necessity" warning "many citizens arc 
going to be very angry if this goes 
through without a referendum." 


MAYOR Robert D. Tcichert, bristled, 


"There is a referendum called elections 
and they're held every two years. I don't 
sec Inw rcfcrcndums solve problems. 
The board is elected to determine the 
needs of the community. There is not a 
thing being rammed through by this 
board." 


The mayor continued, "We represent 


the people who do not speak and repre- 
sent the people who do not vote and I'm 
not going to gel stampeded because 
someone comes up here and makes an 
emotional plea that the people should 
speak and that a referendum is Ameri- 
can. That doesn't budge me In the least." 


He admonished Duplessis to "get your 


behind over to the library board and 
start finding out what Is going on over 
tlwre." 


JOHN PARSONS, president of the li- 


brary board, remarked that the board 
has discussed expansion for four years 
and "nobody ever comes to our meet- 
ings." He said the present facility at 14 
E. Busse Avc. is inadequate for 30,000 
library cardholders. 


The village has started condemnation 


proceedings to attain the 2.6-acre Central 
School property at Central Road and 
Main Street. The library board plans to 
tear down the present structure and 
build a two-story 45,500 square foot build- 
ing by June 1, 1076. The cost to tax- 
payers is estimated at $1D a year for 14 
years, based on a $10,000 equalized as- 
sessed valuation. 


TRUSTEE Kenneth V. Scholtcn, chair- 


man of the board's finance committee, 
said skipping a referendum could save 
the village some $200,000 in referendum 
and construction costs. 


Trustee Marie L. Caylor argued in fa- 


vor of a library expressing astonishment 
that parents may give their youngsters 
$16 to go to the movies, have pizza and 
hamburgers and all of these things and 
deny them a library." 


Mrs. Caylor was joined by Scholtcn 


and Trustees E. F. Richardson and O.T. 
Gustus in voting to issue bonds for the 
library, while Trustee Hendrix opposed 
it. Trustee George B. Anderson was ab- 
sent. 


Schools remain opposed to Rob Roy 


The River Trails Dist. 26 School Board 


will remain opposed to the proposed de- 
velopment of the Rob Roy Golf Course 
until the developer. Kcnroy Inc. of 
Skokic, presents more satisfactory data 
on the Impact the development «ill have 
on schools. 


This position, reached as n concensus 


of the board Tuesday night, came follow- 
ing the board's first formal discussion of 
the proposed 2.3oO-unit development. 


Dist. 20 will be directly affected by the 


development through an increase in en- 
rollment which Kcnroy officials have 
projected will include 339 elementary 
nnd junior high students. 


District officials voiced their skeptic- 


ism with Kcnroy's projections however, 
and said their own estimates place en- 


rollment increases to be generated from 
the project as being in excess of 500 stu- 
dents. 


Supt. John Fridlund, in presenting the 


board a five-point procedure which he 
suggested be followed when the board 
consider future positions on open land de- 
velopment, snld Kcnroy has failed to sat- 
isfactorily supply relevant data in niuny 
ureas which will affect the district.

Village Mgr. Robert J. Epplcy said PC- 


kala's first duties will Include an in- 
ventory of the village — "to sec what wo 
have." 


Top priority studies include checking 


stop signs, some of which arc not 
needed, according to Eppley. Also to be 
checked arc collector streets; timing and 
controls on traffic signals coordinated 
with the railroad; and special measures 
for traffic during peak hours. 


Pckala has previously worked for the 


village on a part-time basis. He will 
work under Bcrnlmrd II. R. Hommcler, 
engineering director.

satisfactory as viewed by the adminis- 
tration and do not meet several of the 
five-point criteria outlined. 


In addition to presenting faulty enroll- 


ment projections, Fridlund said the de- 
velopment could have an overall nega- 
tive effect of reducing the district's stiile 
iiid because total assessed valuation 
would increase. 


The location of the proposed devel- 


opment — cast of Wheeling Road be- 
tween Camp McDonald Road and Euclid 
Avenue — would also pose an increased 
traffic hazard at Euclid Avenue und 
Wheeling Road where the district is al- 
ready fighting for improved traffic con- 
trol, Fridlund said. 


The board agreed it could take no fa- 


vorable position regarding the Kenroy 
development until more substantiated 
data is presented. The board also said it 
would be formally represented at Tues- 
day's scheduled meeting of the Mount 
Prospect zoning board of appeals when 
Kcnroy's petition to build will be dis- 
cussed. 


Cost of living will go up 
again—by 50 cents a case

made better use of it. Why read it when you can plop it

If you're thirsty, then you ought to 


know that the price of beer's increasing 
wherever you go. 


That's right, next week when you pop 


the top on a can In front of the television 
or sit down to enjoy the chatter at the 
neighborhood tap, a beer is going to cost 
about 10 per cent more than it docs now. 


Breweries, distributors, taverns and 


package store* have been caught In the 
upward price spiral. The result is, effec- 
tive next week, a case of premium beer 
is going up In price by SO cents. 


"There's nothing thai can be done 


about It. It's hard to say where It will 
slop. We're just getting hit with every- 
thing," said Tom Kappclc. owner of 
Quad County Distributors, Geneva, who 
handles Stroll's beer. 


DAN SICKBERT, division manager for 


Harvey Distributing Co.. said the whole- 
salers were being "encouraged" by the 
brewers to raise their prices. 


Slckbert, whoso firm handles Schlilz, 


said the price hike Is directly related to 
Increased costs for raw materials. 


"Grain, cons, bottles and paper arc all 


up In price. Cans alone arc up more than 
23 per cent," he said. 


Kappclc said his price to the dealers Ls 


now about $4.60 for a case of cans. When 
the jump comes within the next week or 
two the case will cost about $3.10, he 
said. 


C. S. AULBERT Distributing Co., Ar- 


lington Heights, said a case of Budwelscr 
soon will cost the store about $5. A 
spokesman with the company said the 
letter to the dealers and the accom- 
panying Increase have not been finalized. 


The Aulbcrt spokesman and those for 


other brands said the new prices should 
be going into effect early next week. 


ARTHUR (DOBBIB; DOBKIN, of Pal- 


atine's Worldwide Liquors, said he ex- 
pects cases of premium beer to retail for 
about $6.50 and six-packs from $1.69 "on 
up." 


Dobkln said he saw the new higher 


prices as just another of the long list of 
items that arc getting more costly. 


He said the retailer and distributor all 


have to make a profit and "... there's 
just no control over price." Ho said when 
the breweries arc faced with increased 
costs and distributors have to fuel their 
trucks with gasoline almost twlco as ex- 
pensive as it was a year ago, beer has to 
rise proportionately.

Prospect Gold Eagle liquor store, is also 
upplng his prices about IS cents a six 
pack and 60 cents for a case. 


THE BOYS AT the corner tap arc go- 


ing to find it more expensive to get a tall . 
cool one. Bartenders will have to pay 
about $25 for a half-barrel (15 gallons) 
after next week. The old price was $21. 


This translates to about a dime to 15 


cents more for a 12-ouncc glass of draft 
at a bar. 


Distributors, bartenders and liquor 


shop keepers generally said they did not 
expect the increased price to seriously 
affect the consumption. However some 
conceded that it may take a week or two 
for the customers to become adjusted to 
the new price. 


There Is not much one can do to stave 


off the increase by stocking up now, re- 
ported Dobkln, of Worldwide. "It's diffi- 
cult for us to get enough beer now. 
There's a shortage of paper and metal. 
Budwelser's been rationing us for weeks 
now," he said. 


Dobkln said there will alway be spe- 


cials. "Right now we've got a local 
brand at 89 cents a six-pack. That's pret- 
ty good in anybody's book."

the 1972-73 school year, then switched back to the breakable 
material for the past school year.

The cost for the unbreakable material is $2.97 per square

Cost of living will go up 
again—by 50 cents a case

If you're thirsty, then you ought to 


know that the price of beer's increasing 
wherever you go. 


That's right, next week when you pup 


the top on a can in front of the television 
or sit down to enjoy the chatter at the 
neighborhood tap, a beer is going to cost 
about 10 per cent more than It docs now. 


Breweries, distributors, taverns and 


package stores have been caught in the 
upward price spiral. The result is, effec- 
tive next week, a case of premium beer 
is going up In price by 50 cents. 


"There's nothing that can be done 


about it. It's hard to say where It will 
stop. We're just getting hit with every- 
thing." said Tom Kappelc, owner of 
Quad County Distributors. Geneva, who 
handles Strait's beer. 


DAN SICKUKItT. division manager for 


Harvey Distributing Co., *ald the whole- 
salers were being "encouraged" by the 
brewers to raise their prices. 


Slckbcrl. whoso firm handles Schlltz, 


said the price liikc is directly related to 
increased costs for raw materials. 


"Grain, cans, bottles and paper arc all 


up in price. Cans alone arc up more than 
23 per cent," he said. 


Kappelc said his price to the dealers is 


now about $4.60 for a case of cans. When 
the Jump comes within the next week or 
two the case will cost about $3.10, he 
said. 


C. S. AULBERT Distributing Co., Ar- 


lington Heights, said a case of BudwcLser 


soon will cost the store about $3, A 
spokesman with the company said the 
letter to the dealers and the accom- 
panying increase have not been finalized. 


The Aulbcrt spokesman and those for 


other brands said the new prices should 
be going into effect early next v«cek. 


AIlTHUIl (DOBBIlp) OOBKIN. of Pal- 


atine's Worldwide Liquors, said lie ex- 
pects cases of premium beer to retail for 
about $6.50 and six-packs from $1.60 "on 
up."

Cut in state aid 
to hamper growth 
of Spanish course

A $35,000 cut In slate aid for bilingual 


instruction will prevent Wheeling-Buffalo 
Grove School Dial. 21 from expanding its 
program for Spanish-speaking youngsters 
next year. 


The reduction In local funds can Tic 


traced to passage of a new law that re- 
quires all Illinois school districts with ut 
least 20 children who have "limited Eng. 
IL-h-speaking ability" attending any one 
school to provide bilingual Instruction by 
1'JTG. 


Although state monies for bilingual in- 


struction were Increased this year by 
over S-100.000, the state superintendent's 
office is cutting aid to many districts 
such as Olst. 21 who have existing pro- 
pram to allocate money for new pro- 
grams. 


TIIK Oltir.lNAL proposal for next 


your Included a request for $127.000 to 
employ nine bilingual teachers and six 
teacher's .tides to work with Spanish- 
speaking youngsters in the 17 schools in 
the district, which also serves portions of 
Arlington Heights and Mount Prospect. 


That proposal was turned down by the 


jtnte superintendent's office, which has 
granted $84.70B to Dlst. 21. The reduction 
in funds means that the district will bo 
able to employ only six bilingual teach- 
ers and four teacher aides. Besides the 
Mate monies. Dlst. 21 Is adding $33,000 of 
its oun to support the program. 


In effect, the district will have less 


money lo serve more Spanish-speaking 
children in the 1974-75 school year. Lost 
year, nlwut 217 Spanish-speaking stu- 
dents attended local schools. The enroll- 
ment is projected to be about 261 next 
ji'iir. 


IN TIIK KIHST year of the district- 


wide bilingual program last year, teach- 
ers worked with Spanish-speaking stu- 
dents at seven schools In the district In- 
cluding Hawthorne, Alcott, Field, Sand- 
burg. Twain nnd Whitman elementary 
schools plus Holmes Junior High School. 


Murjorie Beu, Dlst. 21 assistant super- 


intendent for instruction, said plans Merc 
to add another bilingual teacher at Lon- 
don Junior High Sclwol before the state 
aid cut. The proposed program at Lon- 
don would have allowed students in the 
bilingual class at Twain School to contin- 
ue their studies. 


Besides having to revise the current 


program for money reasons, Dist. 21 also 
la being pressured by the state to change 
its philosophical approach to bilingual 
education. 


The new law requires school districts 


to teach English as a second language 
and leave cultural instruction to parents. 
One of the main purposes of the Dlst. 21 
program has been to help children learn 
about and appreciate their heritage. Also, 
the stale is requiring that Spanish-speak- 
ing students be scgrctatcd from the other 
children about half of each school day 
for bilingual Instruction. 


MISS BEU sold cultural education will 


remain a part of the Dlst. 21 program 
and she will resist separating Spanish- 
speaking students to teach them to 
speak, read and write both languages. 


According to Miss Dcu, the state direc-

Wheeling workers ask payoff of suit

Wheeling employes want the village to 


file damage suits against developers who 
were shaken down in the zoning scandal 
involving six former officials. 


August Lockcfecr, chairman of the em- 


ploye wage, and salary committee, noted 
that the Village of Hoffman Estates may 
get a green belt of parkland, $250,000 of 
improvements to Poplar Creek and a 
$100,000 donation in •settlement of a pro- 
posed suit, against a developer that 
bribed local officials. 


Lockcfeer said such a suit could pro- 


vide Wheeling with needed revenue. 


TIIK HOFFMAN ESTATES settlement 


would call an end to a threatened $10 
million suit against giant builder Kauf- 
man and Broad, Inc., for damage done to 
the community when the builder bribed 
former village officials for zoning favors. 


"If Hoffman Estates can do it, so can 


the village of Wheeling," Lockcfeer said 
during a recess in salary negotiations 
with the village board. "And since we 
are in such dire straits, I think it is a 
perfect source of income." 


Such a suit, however, might be unsuc- 


cessful since the developers in the Wheel- 
ing case arc viewed as victims rather 
than participants in crimes. 


"They are not bribers," said U.S. Ally. 


Howard Stone, one of the prosecutors in 
the Wheeling case. "These people are ex- 


(ortlon victims. They arc victims of the 
officials of the Village of Wheeling." 


IN THE HOFFMAN Estates case, 


Kaufman and Broad pleaded no contest 
to charges of bribery and was convicted. 
In Wheeling, the developers were grant- 
ed immunity and only the officials 
charged with extorting money and goods 
from the developers were convicted. 


Six former and present Wheeling and 


Cook County officials were indicted Jan. 
31 after a year-long federal probe into 
shakedowns of Wheeling 
developers. 


Four of the six have pleaded guilty, and 
three have been sentenced to prison 
terms. 


Stone said that although the developers 


were granted immunity from further 
prosecution in the case, he did not think 
this immunity extended to civil suits. He 
said, however, he would have to review 
all of the immunity papers to be sure 
that civil protection was not also grant- 
ed. 


Lockcfeer suggested the suit was a 


way for the village to get increased rove- 
nuc to meet employes' demands for a 


14.3 per cent cost of living salary in- 
crease. The village board is maintaining 
that only a six per cent increase can be 
granted without decreasing the size of 
the village staff or reducing the work 
week to four days. 


IN ADDITION to possible revenue gen- 


erated by the suit, the employes sug- 
gested some major changes in the pre- 
liminary budget which would also enable 
the village to meet the employes' 14.3 
per cent demand. 


For example, the employes recom- 


mended eliminating a $25,000 proposed 
expenditure for the improvement of. Pine 
Street, an unpavcd road along private 
property. "Eliminate this expenditure as 
the taxpayers of the village should not 
have to improve a street along private 
property," the committee stated in its re- 
port. "An assessment should be levied to 
improve Pine street." 


The Herald earlier reported that the 


property along Pine street is owned by a 
secret land trust whose beneficiaries in- 
clude members of the family of Roman 
Domas, zoning board member. 


Heat, smoke 
detectors 
dead issue 


Mandatory heat and smoke detectors 


are a dead issue in Arlington Heights, 
according to the chairman of the village 
board's legal committee, Trustee James 
T. Ryan. 


The village board Monday night failed 


to enact ordinances that would have re- 
quired smoke detectors in both future 
and existing ordinances. 


"As for the retroactive application, it 


was quite clear that the board felt that 
was not the way to go," said Ryan. 


"Some trustees genuinely felt that 


these devices arc not as reliable as they 
claim to be or should be," he said. 


The legal committee held five meet- 


ings on the proposed smoke detector or- 
dinances before ultimately recommend- 
ing their passage. But Ryan said he did 
not think the committee had wasted its 
time listening to experts in the field, or 
apartment building owners. 


"If nothing else, I think it focused pub- 


lic attention on fire protection," he said. 


He predicted that in several years the 


detectors will be made part of the nation- 
al building codes that are applied in Ar- 
lington Heights. 


Proposing the detectors in Arlington 


Heights now may have been a case of 
"an idea whose time had not quito 
come," said Ryan. 


He said the packed audience that came 


to Monday's village board meeting in op-. 
position to the detectors represented "a 
rather one-sided presentation of the is- 
sue," but said he did not want to repeat 
all the pro-detector testimony that al- 
ready had been hard by the legal com- 
mittee.

'"That curve Is virtually a deathtrap," 


said Douglas Bolton. 228 W. Plum Grove 
Rd., Palatine Township. 


"I've had occasion to call the police 


about accidents thcro four or five times. 
Something positively should be done." 


"We're afraid of letting the kids out," 


said Robert Zlemann. 203 Old Plum 
Grove Rd. He said his own fence has 
been struck by autos flying off the curve 
five times during tho four years he has 
owned the property. 


TWO OF THE accidents since April, 


1071 have been fatal. 


Zicmnnn said Monday night's accident 


was the third at the curve in two weeks. 


"We're even considering moving," he 


said. 


Both Zlemann and Bolton called for the 


Cook County Highway Dept., which cur- 
rently maintains the road, to Install a 
guardrail along the curve, or some de- 
vice lo slow drivers as they approach it. 


"Things like this happen lit tho end of 


our driveways." Bolton said.. Monday 
night kids were at that point two minutes 
before the accident. They could have 
been killed.' 


HUKO Stark, superintendent of the Cook 


County Highway Dopt, blamed the acci- 
dents on inidlvdual driven, rather than 
on conditions of the road. 


"THESE PEOPLE want to sec how 


fast they can go and still make the 
curve," he said. 


Stark also said Old Plum Grove "has 


no business bcng in the Cook County 
highway system," and the department 
Intends to have the road rcclassificd to 
Palatine Township's jurisdiction. 


"I'm going to get In touch with my at- 


torney to prevent It," said Robert Berg- 
man, Palatine Township highway com- 
missioner, when he teamed of Stark's de- 
cision. 


"It's an added headache, and I don't 


want It," he said. 


Stark said his office would investigate 


the complaints of area residents, but said 
no guardrail would be put up along the 
curve. 


"IK WE PUT up a guardrail there, the 


drivers would just go right through it," 
he said. 


Details of Monday's accident were un- 


available from Cook County Sheriff's Po- 
lice, but witnesses said Haggcmeyer's 
car flew off the curve in front of Zlc- 
mnnn's home and struck a tree. 


Witnesses said the victim remained in 


the car until he was cut free by firemen.
